GLE FOR SUPREMACY. 
4ATHERING OF THE POLITICAL WORKERS AT 

COLUMBUS — THE FACTION LEADERS 


WORKING HARD FOR THEIR CANDIDATES, ° 


CoLumsBts, June 20.—The mass of dele- 
gates to the Democratic State Convention ar- 
rived to-day and this evening, and at 9 o’clock, 
on the gathering of the various delegations at 
their head-quarters, the interest and excite- 
went had reached a climax. The most casual 
glance given by those who are constant at- 
tendants on Democratic Party gatherings in 
Obio would establish the fact that the occasion 
has brought together the best men of the 
party, and that the making of a platform and 
the selection of a ticket will not be left to the 
impulses of the young nor the experience of 
novices. ‘he best men in the party are in the 
delegations, and instead of remaining in their 
rooms in dignified retirement they are all, 
candidates included, down in the crowd and 
engaged in practical missionary labor, 
Among those who can be seen and heard 
in the throng are Senator Pendleton, 
Judge Hoadly, Gen. Ward, Judge Geddes, 
Gens. Warner and Steedman, Congressmen 
Hurd, Le Fevre, Paige, and Hill, Jonn R. Mc- 
Lean, the editor of the Cincinnati Hnquirer ; 
W. W. Armstrong, of the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, and others of similar standing. Sena- 
tor Thurman was about very little to-day, but 
there were constant excursions from the Neil 
House to his residence, and he was kept in- 
formed as to every move that was made or 


proposed. The distinguishing feature of iate 
Republican State Conventions, as explained 
at the time, was a cool confession of the dan- 
gers ahead, a cautious examination of all pos- 
sible weak points, and a most careful scrutiny 
of every step that was made and of every 
suggestion put forward. The predgminant 
feature of this gathering is tHe cer- 
tainty the leaders feel in the party’s 
success, and yet they know and say 
that errors must be avoided, and a ticket made 
that will hold not only the strength of the old- 
time Democratic Party, but also retain the 
outside support given the Democracy last Fall. 
Above all things the leaders feel that there 
must not be such overconfidence as will result 
in a defeat that might otherwise be avoided. 
The result of this caution is that, although 
there is present the usual amount of bitterness 
and contention among rival candidates, noth- 
ing has been developed up to the present time 
to keep the defeated factions from supporting 
the successful. Two years ago the nomination 
of the unknown Bookwalter by the open 
and lavish use of money was resented 
as an insult by the old leaders, who 
had exp2cted to control the nomination, 
and they either remained at home during the 
campaign or gave half-hearted support, that 
was of jess help than none atall. No such 
element enters into the present struggle. In 
either Ward or Geddes the party recognizes a 
veteran Democrat, in whose claim no shadow 
of a flaw can be found, and although Hoadly 
fias not been a life-long Democrat, he has been 
long enough in the ranks to be accltmated, and 
has done such joyal work that no one can 
claim that he is anything but a Democrat. 
The result will be that although there may be 
some soreness on the part of the defeated fac- 
tion, something now unexpected will have to 
come up to keep the Democracy from going 
into the fight with the usual degree of harmony 
and concentrated force. 

As this was redliy the day of gathering 
among the delegates, it was not until toward 
evening that things began to crystallize into 
definite shape. ‘Me probability of Judge 
Hoadly’s nomination has all along been based 
ou the expectation that Hamilten County 
(Cincinnati) would come up with a solid iu- 
dorsement of his claims. The wotd that came 
this morning, therefore, that there was a seri- 
ous break in the ranks, and that the Cincin- 
nati delegation had a respectable anti-Hoadly 
minority. caused some anxiety on the part of 
the Hoadly men, and brought no end of ques- 
tions from allsides, If true, it showed that 
there were powerful influences at work against 
Hoadly in the primaries of Tuesday night, 
and that a break had been made in 
the very central point of the wall. 
Contradictory reports were heard all 
day, and telegrams of explanation were sent 
back and forth without number. It was uni- 
versaily agreed that some anti-Hoadly votes 
were in the delegation, but just how manv no 
one could determine. It was soon surmised 
that Hoadly’s friends were willing to have the 
mystery continue until such arrangements as 
might be decided upon conld be made, or at 
least attempted to be made, before the truth 
should appear. The anti-Hoadly leaders lost 
no time in making ail possible use of these 
points in their favor, and as each delegation 
arrived it was informed that Cincinnati was 
divided and that Hoadly was losing ground. 
The effect was soon apparent. The Cleveland 
delegation came in at noon under instructions 
for Hoadly, and reasonably desirous of sup- 
porting him so longas he stood a chance of 
nomination. The effect of the Cincinnati 
break soon showed itself in assertions that 


there were six or eight of the Cleveland dele-' 


gates who would break away from Hoadly 
after the first ballotand vote in favor of Ward. 

Almost every county has a candidate for & 
smaller office, but little speculation is induiged 
in over anything beyond the head of the ticket. 
If Cincinnati obtains the Governorship, the 
second place will, no doubt, be given to Cool- 
man, of Ravenna, or Warwick, of Stark, both 
of whom are from North-eastern Ohio, Cleve- 
land is preseuting no candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor, but will ask for the nominatien of 
John W. Heisley to the Supreme Judgesbip. 
After the first two nominations, the question 
of geography will have a good deal to do with 
the arrangement of the rest of the ticket. 

The utter ipdifference shown on ail sides 
toward civil service reform as cet forth in the 
Pendleton law is one of thesignificant features 
of the occasion. Such expressions as have 
been heard are by no means complimentary to 
the law, its sponsor, or the ideas of which it is 
an exponent. The general feeling is that the 
party has already sufiiciently signified its dis- 
approval], and that there is nothing more to be 
said. Judge Thoman, of the Civil Service 
Commission, is here, but ciaims that he is 
merely a spectator, although he has been 
looked upon as doing what he could to aid 
Pendleton hold his own amid the difficulties 
that beset him. A prominent Pendleton man 
said to-day that it was no part of their expec- 
tation to name the candidate for Governor ; 
that they cared little about the State ticket, 
and that their Cesire was to control the State 
organization, so as to aid in securing Pendle- 
ton’s re-election to the Senate. He added that 
their only idea of conceding anything at all to 
Besily. first or last, was on the assumption 

at he could carry Hamilton County, and 
thus give 13 more Democratic votes in the 
next Legislature. All endeavors of the disin- 
terested few to keep the Senatorial question, 
or the next Presidential nomination, out of 
view, have been hopelessly vain. It isa fight 
for life on the part of Senator Pendleton, If 
Judge Hoadly is nominated and elected he 
will become a formidabie Presidential candi- 
date: Henry B. Payne, orsome man of his 
naming, will go to the Senate, and Mr. Pendle- 
ton wil be retired to private life at the close 
of histerm. This is the outcome of the past 
and has got to be carried to the end between 
now.and dark of Thursday night. It is a de- 
cision that cannot be deiayed, and Pendleton’s 
future is largely involved in the result. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon things bad so far 
crystallized as to allow tie candidates to begin 
the making of figures. ax Timxs’s corre- 
spondent made a tour through several head- 

uarters with the foilowmg result: Judge 

des claimed 125 votes for himself on the 
first ballot; Gen. Ward claimed 260 for bim- 
self and allowed Hoadly 280: Judge Hoadly 
put hisown figure high encugh to insure a 
nomination on the first ballot, and added that 
instead of 125 Geddes would have only 69, 

The persistency of the talk about the use of 
money istuch that it cannot be ignored. It 
is openly claimed that it cost the Hoadly man- 

emeont $10,000 to cet what strength bas been 
obtained in Hamilton County, and_ that 
$50,000 will be spent before Hoadly is allowed 
to be defeated. These agg are not made 
on Republican authority, t come from 
Democrats, C. J. Canda, of New-York, Treas- 
urer of the National Democratic Committee, 
is here. on the claim of being merely a specta- 


tor, but he is credited on all sides as represent- 
ing Mr, Tilden in aid of Hoadly, and as having 
funds at his command in Hoadly’Swehalf, The 
latter has always been a supporter of ‘Tilden, 
and during the electoral contest he attracted 
national attention by an opinion favoring the 
claim of Cronin, of Oregon, to a seat in the 
Electoral College. 

The Hamilton County delegation arrived 
early this evening, and did not take anythin 
from the crush and confusion prevailing on al 
sides, although they somewhat simplified the 
situation by showing that a large majority 
favored the nomination of Hoadly. A few of 
them are opposed to him, but there is a possi- 
bility that they may be won over before morn- 
ing. Judge Thurman has been at home all 
day, and at this hour the talk of using him as 
a compromise candidate has practically ceased, 
although it would take very little to start it 
again. Gen. A. J. Warner, of Marietta, has 
been urging Thurman’s name forward ail day, 
claiming that his nomination and election 
would be the victory of the Democratic 
Party as such, while that of Hoadl 
or Ward would be only the triumph 
offa faction. .A suspicion is afloat in 
some quarters that Hoadly and Pendleton have 
a secret understanding, and that the election 
of one to the Governorship means the return 
of the other to the Senate. This must be taken 
with due caution, as it makes no allowance in 
favor of some of the most potent forces that 
bave been at work in Hoadly’s favor. C. 8. 
Brice, late of the Nickel Flate Road, and one 
of the Seney syndicate, arrived to-night from 
New-York and expresses himselt as in favor 
of Hoadly. He is counted as a Senatorial 
candidate in his own right, but says 
that point has no connection with his present 
visit. Gen, Ward’s ‘friends are claiming his 
nomination with unabated vigor, and say that 
despite the apparent boom for Hoadly there 
will be a decided break in their favor in the 
morning. They look to Thurman for help, 
and say that now he has gone so far he must 
see Ward through or else beara part of the 
humiliation of defeat. It is an undoubted fact 
that should Thurman take off his coat for 
Ward, even to-morrow morning, he would 
have a decided effect, and might be able to 
turn the tide. But itisexpected that his habit 
of timidity will prevail and keep bim still. 

At 9 o'clock to-night the Clark County dele- 
gation arrived with banners proclaiming aile- 
giance to Ward and headed by a band. It 
stopped at Ward’s quarters and the General 
was called out. Hesaid that, as in the past, 
Clarke County was still ks friend, and that. 
whether nominated or not, he would do every- 
thing in his power for the success of the ticket. 
On his retiring the crowd called for Judge 
Hoadly, who came out and made a taking 
speech. He said that if he was nomi- 
nated he would be found in _ the 
van of the fight, andif either Ward or Ged- 
des was chosen he would be found close _ be- 
hind him. He highly complimented both of 
his opponents, and closed by saying that this 
was not the time nor the place for a political 
speech. At 9% o’clock the various district dele- 
gates met for the selection of members of the 
committees and the usual routine work. At 
10 o’clock these committees were called to or- 
der for the preparation of the organization 
and platform to report in the convention to- 
morrow. 

The Hon, John McSweeney, of Wooster, was 
chosen by the Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization as Cheirman of the convention, re- 
ceiving one more vote than Congressman 
George L. Converse. A proposition binding the 
convention to take no notice of any unit rule, 
was almost unanimously voted down, as a num- 
ber of the delegations had come under positive 
instructions from their counties. The choice of 
16 members of the new State Central Com- 
mittee opposed to John G. Thompson 
and Senator Pendleton, as against 5 in 
their favor, is a crushing blow to both 
and insures the election of Congressman 
D. R. Paige, of Akron, so the Chairman- 
ship of the State Central Committee 
cannot be decided on until after organiza- 
tion, whieh will take place to-morrow night. 
The Committee on Resolutions spent several 
hours in debate, and at 12:45 referred the 
whole matter to a sub-committee of five to re- 
port at ¥ o'clock to-morrow morning.

SENATOR ROLLINS LOSING GROUND. 
HIS DEFEAT BY THE ANTI-MACHINE MOVE- 
MENT BELIEVED TO BE CERTAIN. 

Concorp, N. H., June 20.—The first vote 
in joint convention showed to-day that Sena- 
tor Rollins cannot manage this Legislature 
well enough to secure his re-election. Despite 
the most urgent log-rolling and the return of 
two absentees yesterday he lost 4 votes to Pat- 
terson, whoin turn gave him 2, which will go 
back to-merrow. Ex-Congressman Briggs 
had one absentee and Gen. Stevens’s vote 
rose from 15 to 18, so that, as compared 
with yesterday, Rollins fell from 127 to 125; 
Bingham (Democrat) gained from 121 to 122; 
Patterson rose from 22 to 24; Briggs sank 
from 27 to 26; Stevens had 18; Marston re- 
ceived the same, 9, and there was 1 each for 
Attorney-General Tappan, ex-Govs. Beil and 
Cheney. To all outward appearance things 


are about the same as they were 24 hours ago, 
but to-morrow Is liable to develop some more 
significant changes. The Rollins men to-night 
are admitting the speedy dissolution of his 
force, except about 50 who are labeled 
and will do whatever he dictates. The ma- 
jority of them, however, are looking for a 
break to-morrow, though some of them don’t 
know yet where to go. The first to benefit by 
any breaking up will be ex-Senator Patterson. 
He has promises from at least 10 Rollins men 
that they will go to him on the second ballot 
to-morrow. Messrs. Briggs, Marston, and 
Stevens are understood to be ready 
to transfer their strength to him when- 
ever it will elect him, but ‘i this 
is just what Rollins is determined to prevent, 
and he said to-night thatif he had any strength 
lett he would beat Patterson, who represents 
the opposite ideas from those which Rollins 
embodies. Moreover, there has been a bitter 
personal fight between them, dating back to 
Patterson’s defeat in 1872. The tatter is evi- 
dently the choice of a majority of the Re- 
publicans, but it is doubtful whether he 
can overcome the hatred which Rollins 
bears to him. In that case a new 
man will be taken up, and _ with 
that in view a mysterious magnet has drawn 
nearly all the retired and superannuated poli- 
ticians here, who are devoting themselves to 
members. Several members themselves re- 
member how Wadieigh was taken up in 1872 
and are planning themselves for similar good 
fortune. This is what keeps a number of 
votes for Rollins of those who are hoping 
for his support when it must be given to some 
one. He undoubtedly holds the key to the 
situation, and that alone gives him strength in 
the convention; but his friends are already 
beginning to be restive, and it takes harder 
work to-night than ever to get them to stick 
another day. Rollins is believed to favor 
Chief-Justice Doe or ex-Gov. Cheney. A 
rumor is current to-day that the tormer 
intends to resign his judicial position, 
which is regarded as a bid for the Senatorship. 
Whether Rollins can hold his supporters to be 
traded like sheep is questioned, but probably 
40 can be bandled in any way he desires. The 
anti-caucus men are already jubilant. Only 
78 Republicans staid out of the cau- 
cus, but 82 voted against Rollins  to- 
day, and there will be 100 to-mor- 
row. The movement is gaining strength 
throughout the State, and the death-blow to 
the Rollins-Chandler-Blair tombination is be- 
lieved to have been given. Rollins is not seen 
on the street, and Blair haunts the hotels in 
sileuce. Gen. Stevens said to Tur Trmxs’s 
correspondent this evening: ‘* We have done 
one thing—we have rebuked the money power 
in New-Hampshire politics, The capitalist, 
as an institution, is at a _ discount, 
and the purchase of votes to elect 
ove man Senator “is openly condemned. 
It wili be some time before another boss 
attempts to use the Republicans of New- 
Hampshire for his own purposes. ,We shall 
elect a Senator before a great while, and he 
will be a man who will go to the Senate 
simply as a Republican and do something 
to restore the credit of the States. Senator 
Biair says to-night that Rollinf will pull 
through, but he will not. Patterson is confi- 
dent and the others are mildiy hopeful. No 
election will bs had this week.” .

HORTON APPOINTED ON BUTLER’S RECOM- 

MENDATION—HIS VALUE TO WHISKY 
MEN—ELDRIDGE’S GOOD RECORD.

‘souls in the capital, who think that the news- 


paper treatment of Commissioner Walter 
Evans, if persisted in, will command the inter- 
ference and good offices of Mr. Bergh, are like- 
ly to find that their sympathies have been 
touched at the expense of their judgment. Mr. 
Evans, while conscious of the fact that the gleam 
of his official axe has been seen in distant 
places, and while something has prevailed 
upon him to stay his death-dealing blows, is 
reported as being still disposed to go on 
with the “‘ reformation” began a day or 
two ago and suddenly stopped by an 
unseen hand. The Commissioner last night at- 
tempted to secure the publication of the let- 
ters of persons recommending the appointment 
of Mr. C. M. Horton in place of Mr. C. W. 
Eldridge, in the Massachusetts District. These 
letters were not all new. One of them was 
from Mr. Blaine, a very lukewarm formal 


one, and another from Mr. William E. 
Chandler. The ** daisy” letter of all, as 1t was 
called to-day by an Internal Revenue officer, 
was the freshest. Mr. Evans, it must be re- 
membered, was sworn in on May 31. On June 
4 he received the following:

Dear Str: Ihave known Mr. C. M. Horton, for- 
merly an officer of the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment, for many years as a pains-taking, enerzetic. 
and efficient officer. and Ican fully commend him 
to your attention if the public service will permit 
his appointment. I am. very respectfully. 
BENJAMIN F. BUTLER. 
To the Hon. Water Evans, Commissioner Internal 
Revenue. 


It may be just as wel] to explain that Gov. 
Butler is employed as counsel for one Bush in 
a famous whisky case, some remnants of which 
are to be tried soon. Mr. Eldridge has been 
fagged for the Government in working up this 
whisky case against Bush and Gov. Butler. 
Horton is understood to bave been useful to 
Bush and Butler as an ex-revenue officer, and 
the Governor’s letter, sent to the Com- 
missioner so soon after he had taken his 
seat, is considered as befmg a remark- 
ably prompt demand for a Democratic 
Governor, prosecuting alleged defrauders of 
the Federal Government, to make upon a Fed- 
eral Internati Revenue Commissioner. Mr. 
Evans, however, entertained it, and removing 
Mr. Eldridge put Mr. Horton in his place on 
June 16. If be had looked through the records 
of the Internai Revenue Bureau he would have 
found that about a year ago Mr. Horton was 
thus spoken of by Mr. Raum, then Commis- 
sioner, in a circular letter sent to each Collec- 
tor in New-England.

As Deputy Commissioner Rogers and Chief 
Clerk Clark are loud in their applause of the 
course of their superior officer, and think that 
more “incompetent officers” ought to be re- 
moved, itis to be inferred that they believe 
that Mr. Eldridge, who was Mr. Horton’s pred- 
ecessor, was not efficient. The judgment of 
Mr. Raum ought to be at least as good as that 
of either or both of these approvers of Mr. 
Evans, and this is what Gen. Raum wrote of 
Mr. Eldridge about five months ago:

THE COST OF POST OFFICE BLANKS. 
THE ORIGINAL CONTRACTS WITH OUTSIDE 
FIRMS TO STAND. 

Wasuineton, June 20.—On June 6 the 
Money Order Division of the Post Office De- 
partment opened the bids of a number of com- 
petitors for the work of printing and furnish- 
ing certain blanks and blank-books for the 
service, and a few days later made the awards 
to Wynkoop & Hallenbeck, of New-York, and 
Matlack & Harvey, of Philadelphia. The bid of 
Wynkoop & Hallenbeck, on the aggregate for 
blank-books, was $34,992 88; that of the Pub- 
lic Printer for the same work was $34,645 52, 
but as the Examining Committee understood 
the estimate of the Public Printer they were 
compelled to award the work tothe New-York 
firm. The Philadelphia firm’s bid was $18,- 


513 54 for the unbound blanks and the Public 
Printer’s estimate was $14,933 23, but, accord- 
ing to the understanding of the estimate as 
submitted, the Public Printer’s bid would be 
the higher. The Postmaster-General, upon 
the explanation of the Public. Printer made 
after the awards were announced, canceled the 
bids awarded and ordered a readvertising 
for proposals and estimates. This course bas 
subjected the Post Office Department to crit- 
icism, and has raised the question whether such 
treatment of competitors would not effectually 
drive off all competition. The criticisms ap- 
pear to have received attention in the depart- 
ment, for it is officially announced to-night 
that upon the complaint of the bidders, and 
after a careful review of the matter, the Post- 
master-General has reached the conclusion 
that the decision of the committee appointed to 
open and examine such proposals was a correct 
one,and that the awards made thereon were 
just and proper, He has, therefore, rescinded 
his order revoking these awards, which was 
made under a misapprehension, has directed 
the withdrawal from publication of the re- 
advertisement for-proposals, and ordered that 
= original awards remain in full force and 
effect.

The 
seconde insisted on a third round, put the young 
men, dripping with blood, declined to renew the

TWENTY-ONE MURDERED BABIES. 


THEIR BODIES FOUND IN THE CELLAR OF A 
PHILADELPHIA DOCTOR’S HOUSE. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 20.—A profound sen- 
sation was created in the northern part of this city 
to-day by the discovery in the cellarof the house 
No. 2,243 North Fifth-street of the bodies of 21 in- 
fants who had been killed before birth. The house 
was occupied until a few months ago by Dr. 
Isaac Hathaway, who is now safely lodged in 
Moyamensing Prison, awaiting trial on a charge 
of assault and battery upon Rose Elmer, his wife's 
daughter by a former marriage. Acting on infor-. 
mation which he had received from a step-son of 
Dr. Hathaway, the Chief of Police this morning 
detailed Detectives Miller and Wolf to go to 


Hathaway’s late residence and make a thorough 
examination. Armed with picks and spades, 
the detectives went to the house, and having 
explained their mission to the present oceupants, 
began digging in the cellar, and before they 
stopped had turned up the bodies of 21 murdered 
children. Mary Butler, a servant, when she 
thought she was about to die. confessed to a phy- 
sician in March, 1881, that Hathaway had been 
guilty of malpractice in her case, She had visited 
him on the advice of Dr. T. B. Miller, once a 
prominent Methovist preacher in this city, 
and subsequently Dean of a bogus medical 
college. At the inquest on the body of 
Mary Butler's infant, the jury found that Hatha- 
way bad been guilty of malpractice, and that Mil- 
ler was an aceessory before the fact. While under 
bail both men fied. Mary Butler recovered and 
disappeared, and Miller and Hathaway finally ven- 
tured to return. Fora long time Hathaway has 
abused his family, and about » week ago was 
locked up for the assault on Rose Elmer. Mrs. Hath- 
away’s son by a former marriage was heard to re- 
mark when Hathaway was arraigned in court that 
he could make startling disclosures about Hath- 
away’s career at No, 2,243 North Fifth-street, if he 
choose. This was reported to Assistant District 
Attorney Bregy: the matter was followed up and 
the young man finally induced to tell all he knew. 
Thus the horrible discovery was brought about. 
When the detectives with their informer went 
to the house to-day the latter said: “If you will 
dig under the steps leading into the cellar you 
will come upon a pile of bodies.” Only a few 
spadefuls of earth had been thrown up when De- 
tective Wolf's imviement struck somethiog 
that made a grating socnd. The spade had 
crushed through slender, thread-like bones, 
and had encountered a tiny skull, as thin 
and bleached as paper. Only four inches of earth 
had covered it. A few inches further down an- 
other skulland more tiny ribs and leg bones were 
found. The hole was deepened and widened, and 
the ghastly work went on till 21 murdered babics 
were Gisclosecd, Then the men quit work and 
hastened to report to the Chief of Police, 
who informed the Coroner. Deputy Coroner 
Powers went to the house and took charge 
of the remains. A gbastly story is told to the 
effect that Hathaway kept voracious dogs in the 
cellar, which he often fed on the bodies of chil- 
dren. Hathaway has been known to the police for 
years, and it issaid to have been a common thing 
for carriages to deposit richly dressed women at 
his door who were not seen again for weeks,

A COLORED MAN LYNCHED. 


OUT OF THE HANDS OF A CORONER 
BY A MOB AND HANGED. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 20.—Wesley War- 

ren, colored, who was under arrest at Prospect, a 

small-town 75 miles south of Nashville, on the 

charge of having murdered James Trice, of the 

same place, was lynched last night by a 

small party of unknown men. It is re- 

ported that Warren confessed his guilt and 
implicated other negroes in the commission of the 
crime. Trice was a highly respected young man, 
and was employed asa clerk in a store at Pros- 
pect. J. M. Neul, of Pulaski. who had purchased 


a large quantity of corn from the proprietor 
of the store, sat up with ‘Irice till 1 
o'clock yesterday morning, at which time 
he boarded the train for Pulaski and 
left Trice alone in the store, it is thought that 
Warren and his accomplices went to the store 
after 2 o’clock, intending to kill Trice and steal 
the money realized from the sale of the corn, but 
after murdering Trice they failed to find the 
money, as it had not been left in Trice’s posses- 
sion. The murderers stole a quantity of dry zoods 
and provisions and left the place. 

As soon as the body of Trice was discovered 
search was made for the perpetrators of the crime. 
and footprints were seen leading to the howe of 
Warren. This circumstantial proof was strong 
against Warren, ag the footprints were plainly dis- 
covered in the mud caused by a rain which fell at 
2o0’clock. Henry Reed and Kyle Walker, also col- 
ored, were taken into custody on suspicion, and the 
Coroner of Athens, Ala., who was the nearest offi- 
cial, wassent for. Arriving at Prospect, and find- 
ing the negroes under arrest, he proceeded with 
the inquest, but before the examination of wit- 
nesses had been concluded a mob appeared and, 
taking Warren:half a mile down the road, hanged 
him. Reedand Walker were released, the evi- 
dence against them rot being as strong as that 
against Warren, on whose clothes biood was 
found. The authorities are looking for Warren's 
accomplices, and if caught they will likely share 
the fate of their leader. ;

ONEIDA AND THE JUDGESHIP. 


Sees F< ee 
DISAPPOINTING RESULT OF THE SCHEME TO 
SELECT A CANDIDATE. 

Utica, N. Y., June 20.—The first ballot of 
the Republican lawyers of Oneida County to de- 
termine the preference for a candidate for Supreme 
Court Judge gives a negative result. The terms of 
the scheme provided for obtaining an expression 
from only Republican members of the Bar, the 
voting to be continued until a majority of all unit- 
ed-on one candidate. The Republican lawyers of 
the county number 100. Of these 66 sent their 


votes to Charles A. Sear!s, who to-day announced 
the result: William B. Sutton, 44; W. E. Scripture, 
7; E. H. Risley, 6; G. H. Lynch, 5, and four others 
one each. The result is a disappointment to Judge 
Sutton, who went into the scheme confident of 
being named by a majority of the Republican 
lawyers. He was the only candidate who 
favored it or agreed to abide by the result. 
He and his friends say that as he received 
two-thirds of the votes cast, the balloting is 
ended and he is the choice of the Republican por- 
tion of the Bar of Oneida for Circuit Judge. Oth- 
ers—lawyers and laymen—say that if anything is 
settled by this vote it is that Sutton is not the 
choice of the Bar, the balloting standing 44 to 56 
against him. Public sentiment in Oneida County 
and throughout the Fifth Judicial District is op- 
posed to permitting a portion of the Bar of any 
county to decide who shali be Supreme Court 
Judge. Asbrewd Democratic politician and law- 
yer expresses the opinion that this scheme has de- 
prived Oneida County of the little chance it had 
of securing one of the additional Judges, as it 
will tond to unite other counties and also prevent 
any Oneida candidate having a solia delegation of 
his county. Further. proceedings under this 
scheme are, it is understood, indefinitely post- 
poned. Since the announcement of the names of 
the hundred voters and non-voters, 17 Republiean 
lawyers have been discovered to whom circulars 
and ballots were not addressed. Among these are 
Ward Hunt, late of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and William J. Bacon, ex-Judge of 
the State Supreme Court.

CARRIED DOWN BY WGEOCH 


ERE OLS 
MORE SUSPENSIONS ANNOUNCED 
iN CHICAGO. 

GEORGE STEWART & CO. AND DAILY & CO. 
SUSPEND—INVESTIGATING THE CHARGES 

OF ADULTERATING LARD. 

Carcaco, June 20.—Two more commis- 
ion firms were driven to the wall to-day. The 
suspensions were occasioned by the lard con- 
vulsion of Saturday. The unlucky firms ara 
George Stewart & Co. and Daily & Co. 
Stewart & Co. did a strictly commission busi- 
ness, principally in pork products. None 
stood higher in commercial estimation than 
they. It is admitted on all sides that their 
suspension is a calamity brought about solely 
by the failure of others to meet their obliga- 
tions, and not by anything over which they 
themselves had any control. 

Mr. Stewart said: ‘‘ Yes, the report is too 
true; but we will be able to resume again in a 
short time. Of course it is too soon yet for meto 


say anything about how we stand. We have 
not had time to find out for ourselves. The 
cause of our trouble is the failure of McGeoch. 
He stuck us to the extent of $50,000. We 
have large consignments of lard arriving to- 
day from our country customers which we 
had sold to them. Now they are unable to 
take it, and it must be sold at an immense loss. 
Many others bave not responded to our call 
for margins, and we bad to suspend.” 

Mr. Dally thus accounts for bis failure: 
**Qur suspension is entirely due to the failure 
of others. We had not a deal on our books 
on our own account. Two or three firms 
with whom we had _ dealings failed 
to respond with margins when called 
on, and when the same demand was made on 
us we were unable to meet it. I hope we may 
have everything fixed up this week. But our 
settlement depends altogether on what the 
other fellows willdo. If we get paid-in full 
we may be able to pay up in full. I cannot 
give you any idea of the amount of our liabil- 
ties. They will hardly reach $100,000; I should 
say they would be in the neighborhood of 
$50,000,” 

A feeling of great uneasiness still exists 
among commission merchants, for affairs are 
terribly mixed, and no one knows who is safe. 
Speculators are called on indiscriminately and 
recklessly fer margins on the slightest provo- 
eation. It is a common occurrence now for a 
call for the margins to be made where no 
trade exists, and some predict that the board 
may adjourn for a day to enable commission 
houses to get their books straightened up. 
One broker this morning held 25 tierces 
of lard, on which the difference against 
him was $62. He was called for $1,200 
margins, but before the clerk reached 
the brother broker’s office with a check 
the market had veered a trifle and the deal 
was even again. This illustrates how closely 
things are watched. The reckless and needless 
manner in which margins are being called for 
creates a very unsettled feeling. The worst of 
itis that some persons have called with the de- 
liberate intent to push things to a bitter issue 
and the calling has been accompanied by hints 
of the pressure which were calculated to shake 
confidence on the part of others for the pur- 
pose of forcing a further break. The suspen- 
sionsof to-day appear to have had no better 
reason than the fact that the wild call for 
margins struck more deeply in some cases than 
there was anv occcasion for. 

The extent to which foreign buyers are tak- 
ing Chicago pork product on the break was 
only partly indicated in previous dispatches 
to THE Times. Instead of 10,000 tierces of 
lard there were fully 40,000 tierces taken for 
export, and foreign exchange was made for 
over $600,000, To-day there were other orders 
to buy on foreign account, but they were coun- 
termanded when the news of the unsettled 
conditions here reached operators in Europe. 
A little more steadiness is required now before 
confidence will be re-established on the other 
side of the Atlantic, 

The investigation by a committee of the 
Board of Trade into the charges of adultera- 
tion of lard by Fowler Brothers was continued 
to-day. The time was chiefly occunied with 
the testimony of Robert Neil, Superintendent 
for Fowler Brothers, His testimony through- 
out confirmed that given yesterday by the 
Fowlers. He denied the statements made by 
former employes to the effect that tallow, cot- 
ton-seed-oil, and other extraneous substances 
were used by the firm in the manufacture 
of prime stezm lard, and went on te show 
that these. employes for the most part 
had not been in positions to be cognizant of 
the alleged facts to which they had testified ; 
that the secret pipe leading from the room in 
which the alleged adulterating substances were 
kept did not lead into the prime steam lard 
tank; that it was putin place for the purpose 
of trying an experiment and was used but 
once, and thatit would have been impossible 
to use the adulterations named, as they would 
have been at once detected by the smell.

Mr. Mitchell’s bank and his business asso- 
ciates lent McGeoch nearly $1,000,000, taking 
as collateral his street car stock and mortgages 
on his valuable city property, and this was 
how his name became connected with the deal. 

Garnishee papers will be served to-morrow 
on Alexander Mitchel! in his individual capa- 
city and as President of the Merchants’ Bank 
for $93,400, George C. Eldridge, Nathaniel 8S. 
Jones, and Charles J. Singer being the plain- 
tiffs, and Peter McGeoch, G. 8. Everingham, 
Daniel Wells, F. A. Crittenden, and J. H. Pea- 
eock defendants. The process is the outcome 
of the lard deal.

FEAR IN CINCINNATI 
Cincinnati, June 20.—The failures in 
New-York and Chicago have not thus far 
seriously crippled any one here. There is a 


good deal of talk about the failures and some 
rear, but it arises more trom the demoraliza- 
tion of prices than from direct losses through 
the suspended firms. It cannot be concealed 
that a good deal of money has been lost, but 
the losses are so well distributed that the 
rumors that suspensions will follow here are 
not credited by those best informed. Chicago 
exchange, which a week ago was a drug, is 
now wanted by all the banks, which means 
that while the individual losses are not very 
heavy, there is a good deal of money going 
there in the aggregate. 


THE PARKS FAILURE. 
The firm of R. H. Parks & Co., stock, cot- 
ton, and grain brokers, at No. 138 New-street, which 


suspended on Tuesday, gave notice tothe stock 
Exchange yesterday that they had settled all of 
their differences in the Exchange. Mr. Parks stated 
that the firm owed nothing on either the Produce 
or Cotton Exchanges. The offices of the company 
were filled during tho business hours, but no busi- 
pess was transected. C. G. White, the Stock Ex- 
change member of the firm, said that no definite 
information had been received from M. S. Nichols 
& Co.. of Chicago, consequently R. H. Parks & Co. 
were unable to tell exactly how they stood. As 
soon as they could ascertain the rall extent of 
their obligations and assets they would issue a 
statement. ‘‘I have no doubi,” said Mr. White, 
**as to the ability of this firm to pay every dollar it 
owes, and after the accounts are closed up we 
shall have left a large capital upon which to con- 
tinue business.”’ 

Another member of the firm said he did not 
think the obligations outstanding would amount 
to over $5.000. The firm members @eny that they 
wero indebted to M. 8. Nichols & Co. The affairs 
of the suspended firm excited littlecomment on 
**the Street’’ yesterday, the prevailing sentiment 
being that its financial troubles were merely tem- 
porary. Charles M. Foster, of the firm of Henry 
Clews & Co., reached Chicago yesterday, and dur- 
ing the afternoon he telegraphed that he had had 
an Interview with M. S. Nichols, who had assured 

: him that a fall exemination of the books of M. 8. 
Nichols & Co. showed that the firm would be abie 
to settle with all its creditors dollar for dollar. 
and would resume busin.ss 


MASKED BURGLARS AT WORK. 


A WATCHMAN GAGGED, TWO SAFES OPENED, 
AND ONLY $50 FOUND. 


BIRMINGHAM, Conn., June 20.—About 11 
o’clock last night John Dyer, the watchman for 
the Derby Building and Lumber Company, went 
to his home near by to get something to eat. 
Upon his return, 15 minutes later, he found four 
masked men seated on the office steps. They 
surrounded him, each with a pistol pointed 
at his head, and told him to give up the 
keys. This he refused to ao. One of 
them caught him by the throat and another held 
bis hands, and the other two handcuffed nim be- 
hind his back. They then gagged him witha long 
strip of black cloth. The dvor of the office was 
broken in and the watchman was carried inside 
and placed in a chair. The main office contained 
two safes, which were attacked with crow- 
bars and sliedges. By means of a “fim- 


my” the face plate attached to the door 
of the largest of the two safes was pried 
off soas toadmit a pinch-bar. After nearly two 
hours of work this safe was opened. The small 
safe was too strong to be broken into, although 
boring was resorted to, but in the opened safe a 
key was found which unlocked the obstinate door. 
The men were not paid for their trouble, tor in 
the small safe only books and papers were found, 
From the other were taken an iron box. in which 
were checks, notes, and $50 in money. Frequently 
the company keeps several hundred dollars in the 
box over night, but it so happened that all was de- 
posited in the bank except the $50. This sum was 
_ the burglars secured which will be of value to 
them. 

The men were very angry. Oneof them said to 
the watchman inthe chair: “A Birmingham man 
told us it was worth $500 to us any time we wished 
to crack this safe, and we will kill him if it takes us 
a year to do the job.”’ After spending three hours 
in the offiee the burglars went out, taking Dyer 
with them. A third safe was left unmolested, 
probably for want of time. Outside the building 
the watchman was plaeed inside of a bugey, 
which, together with a horse, had been stolen 
from the neighboring barn of Z. M. Platt. 
A lady living near by saw the men when 
they took the team, and supposed they belonged 
about the premises, as they were very deliberate 
in their actions, one of them stopping to light a ci- 
gar. After putting Dver inside the carriage the 
four men got imalso and started to drive off. The 
weight proved too much for the buggy and in turn- 
ing it about it broke down. This did not discon- 
cert the burglars. In the vard stood a wagon load- 
ed with window-blinds. The blinds were thrown 
off and the horse wasattached to the wagon. All 
the men got in, with Dyer, and the party drove off, 
leaving the buggy behind. They took the Bridge- 
port turnpike anda left Dyer in the woeds, nine 
miles from Birmingham, after removing the hand- 
euffs. Here he was found early this morning, 
wandering “out in a bewildered manner. He 
tells a straightforward storv and is corroborated 
by the finding of tools with which, the men oper- 
ated. The damage to the large safe which was 
broken into amounts to $100. 


MASKED THIEVES NEAR CHAPPAQUA. 

Sinc Srye, N. Y., June 20.—Masked burg- 
lars were at work last night on the road leading 
from this village to Chappaqua. Mr. B. R. Wasn- 
burn, a Quaker farmer, living about two miles from 
the latter village, was awakened about midnight 
by finding three masked men standing by his bed- 
side. Assoonas they saw he was awake one of 
them pointed a revolver at his head and told him 
to make haste and give them all the money he had 


in the house. He told them he had no money with 
him, and offered tnem his silver watch, which they 
took. They then led him down stairs and out into 
the door yard undera big tree, when, leaving a 
guard over him. they proceeded to ransack his 
house, finding a small amount of money and some 
trinkets, which they stole, and then went away. 
Two of his grandchildren were sleeping in the 
house, but they were not awakened. The burglars 
then went toward Chappaqua and attacked Elijah 
Collins’s house. Mrs. Collins heard them trying to 
get in, and, seizing a large dinner bell, she opened 
a seeond story window and rang it with a will. 
The men by this were frightened away. Charles 
Leeds, the rext door neighbor, heard the bel), and 
his family were all up when they saw the three 
men coming down the road. They shouted to 
them to keep away, which they did. No effort was 
made then or since to capture these burglars,

MOORE FOUND GUILTY. 


THE JURY CALLS HIS CRIME MANSLAUGHTER 
IN THE FOURTH DEGREE. 

Lockport, N. Y., June 20.—In the Niagara 
County Court of Sessions to-day the trial of 
George Moore, the mulatto, indicted for caus- 
ing the death of Emla Roberts, a colored child, 
less than 5 years old, by extreme cruelty in beat- 
ing and whipping her in November and Deeember, 
1878, was concluded. The people’s case was closed 
with hardly a direct fact provea to connect the 
defendant with any ill-uSage of the child, and con- 
siderable doubt had arisen from the testimony 
as to whether the sores and bruises with which 
the body of the child was covered after death 
were caused by external violence or by a 
blood disease. This doubt arises from the fact 
that the Coroner and the physician who made the 


superficial examination of the bodyassumed that 
death was caused by blows and bruises, and de- 
cided that no autopsy was necessary. The only 
evidence against Moore was that furnished by his 
own anxiety for the immediate burial of the child. 
his flight, and his threat on one occasion to beat 
her with a strap while she was tied to the bed-post. 
The defendant did not take the stand. The 
witnesses introduced on his part were all 
ealled as experts, and were Drs. Foot, Clark, 
Davison, and Gould, of this city. Their evi- 
dence was substantially that of Dr. Moore, 
of Rochester, examined yesterday, and was that 
from the description given of the appearance of 
the body by the Coroner and Dr. Tryon and with- 
out any autopsy it was impossible to sav whether 
death was caused by external violence or by dis- 
ease of the blood. The witnesses also agreed 
that if the sores and bruises were the effect 
of blows the child would probably have 
died of them in a short time, and wonld not 
have lingered fora week or more. At the close of 
the testimony a motion by the defendant’s counsel 
to direct an acquittal was denied. A singular 
feature of this case isthe relation of Mrs. Moore. 
the defendant’s wife. to it. Before the Grand 
Jury which indicted Moore for murder, which in. 
dietment was quasbed pecanse she was incom- 
petent asa witness against her busband, under the 
old law, she testified to the most horrible atrocities 
committed by Moore on the child, such astying 
her up by the thumbs and whipping her with a 
hitehing-strap with a buckle at the end of it. This 
and other evidenee which the people cannot now 
use leads the community to the belief that the de- 
fendant is guilty. The jury brought in a verdict 
of guilty of manslaughterin the fourth degree, 
which will materially lessen the punishment of 
Moore. Sentenve was reserved.

AS@OUTH CAROLINA SCANDAL. 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C., June 20.—Otto Schu- 
macher, a prominent German retail grocerof this 
city, was held to bail to-day in $2,500 on a charge 
of committing an assault on Miss Ellen Hayes, a 
respectable and worthy young Irishwoman. She 
states that in January last Schumacher, who was 
engaged to be married to her, visited her home, as 


he had frequently done before, Her mother left 
the house while Schumacher was there. He offered 
the young lady something to drink whicn shorvly 
took away all consciousness. While in this eondition 
Schumacher accomplished her ruin. Strong efforts 
were madeto stop the scandal, but failed, and 
to-day the case came up for a preliminary hearing. 
Schumacher denies that he drugged and outraged 
Miss Hayes, but charges that intimate relations 
have existed between then for two years. Both 
parties have heretofore enjoyed good reputations, 
and the developments in this case are surprising 
the community. The case will be tried in the Crim- 
inal Court for the county.

WESTERN UNION LITIGATION. 
CHICAGO, June 20.—A motion was made to- 
day before Judge Blodgett to file the transcript of 
the record from the State court in the quo war- 
ranto case of the people against R. C. Clowry and 
the other officers of the Western Union Telegraph 


Company. After the motion to docket had been 
granted without prejudice, a cross motion was 
made to remand the case to the State courts. The 
ground on which tie removal is asked is that the 
suit arises under the act of Congress of 1866, relat- 
ing to post roads and telegraph companies, and the 
motion to remand js based on the assumption that 
the case is a criminal one and hence does not come 
under the act in regard to removal of cases, which 
is limited to civil suits. The Judge took the mat-

THE RIVER STILL RISING

A RISE .OF SEVEN INCHES IN 
TWENTY-FOUR HOURS. 

THE MISSOURI RIVER FLOOD—-FEARS OP 
MUCH GREATER DAMAGE AND OBSTRUC? 
TION OF TRAVEL. 

. Sr. Louis, June 20.—At all the chief point, 

the Missouri River is reported as stall rapidly rising. 

It is now upto the high-water mark of 1881. In 

the last 12 hoursit has risen six inches. All the 

bottom lands are flooded, and the peopie 
are moving out. It now only lacks five 
feet from being up to the high-water 
mark of 1844—the highest the river was 
ever known to reach. A great deal of damage haf 
already been done to crops, and the greatest fears 
are entertained for the final result. From one of 
two places the reports are more assuring, but on 
the whole the evidence goes to support the opin< 
ions advanced by those who have prophesied four 
feet of water over the levee warehouse. Those 
who take a more favorable view of the situa- 
tion still hold that the Missouri alone 
could not produee so disastrous results, whieb’ 
could only be achieved by both of the big rivers 
combining. They see in the wide floods of the Mis-, 


souri bottom lands, thousands of whose acres are 
submerged, a meansof relief from flood here, the 
overflow of water remaining behind and. being car- 
ried off slowly. 

For the 24 hours ending at 7 A. M. to-day the 
river rose seven inches, and it has continued to 
rise at the same rate ever since. In many places 
the water is over the sidewalks for several blocks, 
and a few of the lower streets contain water. 
Men were working all last night, and 
have been engaged for the last three 
nights, on the levees around the lumber 
district to prevent anoverflow. The water'is rush< 
ing in through the new-made levee aiong Kennett- 
street, from Mallinckrodt to Dock street, but an 
extra force of 25 men was put to work last night, 
and they will be able to prevent «an overflow if 
there should not be an additional rise of from 12 ta 
18inches. The Jupiter Furnace, in Corondelet, will 
be compelled to close if the water rises two on 
three inches more. The embankment around 
Tom’s bucket faetory broke yesterday, but wad 
soon repaired, and now men are kept at work 
night and day in strengthening the bank and 
watching for more breaks. The Missouri Car. 
works are completely flooded and the damage will 
be very great. 

From all over the State comes news of damage 
to railroads. The Wabash is still shut out from 
Kansas City, and is sending all through business 
by way of the Missouri Pacific. The Couneil Bluffs 
Division is badly broken up. The Grand River i# 
higher than ever, and local rains are stil¥ 
swelling its volume. The through Council Bluffs 
train that was sent out last night was 
delayed because the Hamilton and Shenandoah! 
Road, over which it was intended to take it, went 
to pieces. The Platte River has submerged the 
St. Joseph Braneh. The Ohicago, Burlington ana 
Quincy is all right thus far, but a farther rise of 12 
inches will paralyze the whole of the railroads 
north-west of here while it lasts. A report wag 
cireulated here to-day that the new Madison levee,: 
witich protects Venice. opposite here, had broken,’ 
but it proved unfounded. 


St. JoserpH, Mo., June 20.—Thesituation in 
the Missouri Valley is practically uncbanged to- 
night. Reports of damage to crops and loss’ 
of stock continue to come in from South. 
eastern Nebraska and Northern Kansas an 
North-west and Central Missouri. but, as ail mai 
facilitiesare cut off and the wires are down at many 
points. it isimpossible to obtain details. Thousands 
of acres on the be\ttom Jands are under water, and’ 
the loss to farmers will be very great in 
many places. Later particulars from Sen; 
eca, Kan., concerning the overflow of 
the Nemaha announce the drowning of 
John Gibbs, his wife, and four children, 14: 
miles north of Seneca, by the flood, of Sunday’ 
night. Only four of the bodies have been recoy-: 
ered up to this moment. This makes @ loss of 12) 
lives in Nemamah County. The httle village oft: 
Cincinnati, in the south-east corner of Pawnee 
County, Neb., was completely inundated Sunday 
and Monday. No lives are reported lost, but the 
damage to property was great. There is 
little change in the condition of the 
railroads. The Kansas City. St. Joseph and 
Council Bluffs has had a train through from Omaha 
to-day over the Valisea branch. Trains got seuth! 
on this line as far as Atchison, the briuge 
and track washea out below Parkville nof 
having been replaced. The Missouri Paeific iv 
open from St. Louisto St. Joseph. The Chicago 
connection of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
will be made over the Valisea branch. There have 
been no trains over the Wabash, Hannibal, or any, 
other road to-day. 

There is great distress in the Platte River bot-. 
toms: east of St. Joseph. At the ageney on thd 
Wabash the water in the station is*up te 
the top of the telegraph tables, ana in 
many instances reaches second-story windows 
of dwelliug-houses. Two hundred people at that 
piace, driven from home have taken refuge 
in a chureh. Goods in the stores have been 
saved. In many private houses the furniture is 
swinging up tothe ceiling for safety. The river 
rose steadily until noon, and then fell one inch. 
Cooley's mill and Charles McLaughlin’s house, 
two miles heiow, have been swept away. Crops 
in the bottom are entirely destroyed, all fences 
swept away, and hundreds of head of live stock 
drowned. There is much distress among the 
farmers there. A heavy rain passed north 
of here to-day, and there are rumors of a disas- 
trous cyclone, but particulars cannot be obtained 
to-night. Advices just received trom Albany, Gen- 
try County, Mo., state that a tremendous rain-storny 
passed over there this morning, and another stormy 
is in progress to-night. The damage in Gentry 
County is placed at over $500,000. Thirteen hun- 
dred head of cattle and about 500 heaa of 
sheep were drowned by to-day’s storm. 
At Hopkins, north of here, there was 
a heavy rain and.  =hail storm to-day. 
One dwelling was struck by lightning and one per-: 
son fatally injured, The Missouri River has fallen 
1 one foot 5 inches here to-day, and to-night 
is 16 feet 2 inches above low-water mark.. 
This rise is caused wholly by local rains, none com- 
ing out of the Yellowstone. The greatest overflow 
ever known in Missouri Valley is now looked for,,. 
unless local rains cease before the June floods 
come down from the mountains. 


ATCHISON, Kan., June 20.—The condition of 
affairs here is somewhat gloomy, although it is 
believed that the worst is past. The river rose all 
day yesterday, but was at a stand-still last night. 
Trains north, south, and east have all been aban: 
doned, with the exception of the accommodation 
train which arrived here from Kansas City, having 
run through 4 inches of water to get here. 4

HE RESIGNATION OF DR. M’COSH NOT AC- 
CEPTED BY THE TRUSTEES—THE REV. 
DR. MURRAY APPOINTED DEAN. 

Princeton, N. J., June 20.—The closing 
part of the Princeton College Commencement ex- 
ercises began at 9 o'clock in the First Presbyterian 
Church, Dr. MoCosh presiding and the Trustees 
pnd members of the Faéulty occupying seats on 
the platform.

e Official head of the college before the public. The 

resident will aiso be charged, as heretofore, 
with the general oversight of the various de- 
partments of instruetion. The office of Dean, though 
@ temporary one and created only for the present 
emergency, isin nosense a subordinate position. He 
is notin any wise dependent upon or responsible to 
the President, and is only second to him inrank. A 
separate and distinct sphere hes been committed to 
him, He having the same superior oversight of his de- 

wartment of the college as the President has of his, 

oth being allke accountable, and accountable 
only, to tne Board of Trustees. The Dean is charged 
with the goog of the college and all that 
pertains to the behavior, the health, and accommoda- 
tion of the students. To the offce of Dean, thus un- 
derstood, the Rev. Dr. Murray has been unanimously 
chosen, and the board have the highest confidence in 
the wisdom and fidelity with which he will aischarge 
its delicate and difficult offices.

Mr. Hea- 
ley said that Roman Catholic priests cnristianized 
106,000 Out of 121,000 Indians before 1870 in Idaho, 
New-Mexico, and other Territories, but 30 thriving 
agencies had been established, and the red men 
forbidden to go out of, or the priests to enter, the 
reservation, and these 80,000 evangelized Indians 
were forced to go to other churches. So long as 
this policy was pursuea the Indian question would 
remain unsettled, asthe politicians wish it to re- 
main. Mr. Sharkey, in his oration, argued that the 
founders of the Republic found the idea of a con- 
federation of the States a failure, and that na- 
tional unity was our only safety and means of 
commanding respect ebroad. A civil war had 
cemented that national unity, and a million men 
would sacrifice their lives now to maintain it 
against exclusive State sovereignty, Both of these 
orations were heartily applauded.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


A fire broke out yesterday morning in the 
cellar of Nos. 188 to 190 Division-street, a new four- 
story structure owned by Charles Lane and oocu- 
pied by Lane Brothers, dealers in straw. bay, and 
feed.

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THE COLUMBIA COLLEGE CREW LEFT TWELVE 
LENGTHS BLHIND AT NEW-LONDON. 

New-Lonpox, June 20.—During the night a 
heavy fog prevailed, and until 9:20 o’clock this 
morning it looked as if the boat-race between Har- 
vard and Columbia Colleges would hive to be post- 
poned. But at that hour the fog lifted, and the 
water was in fair condition. But the south-east 
wind increased considerably before the start and 
made the water choppy. The attendance of visit- 
ors was not large, ahd the interest shown io 
the race was not so great as in former 
years. Harvard had the west and Columbia the 


east course. Harvard, thouch eplashing a trifle, 
got the best of the start, and at no time was she 
headed. At the first half-mile, Harvard, pulling 36 
strokes, had a lead of half a length, and at the 
mile, which was reached in just 6:00, had a clear 
length. Harvard gradually increased ber lead, and 
dropped to 33 strokes, which she maintained to the 
finish. At this time Columbia was pulling a 29 
stroke. The mile anda half was passed by Har- 
vardin 10:00. At tho two-mile flag her time was 
13:05, with a lead of three lengths, Columbia at this 
point being 20 seconds behind. The race was vir- 
tually over here. ‘Harvard gradually inereased 
her lead, Columbia showing visible signs of being 
used up. At the two-and-one-half-mile flag Har- 
vard led by four lengths, pulling 34 strokes to Co- 
lumbia’s 22. At the three-mile flag Harvard hada 
lead of five lengths, which she increased at the 
three and one-half miles to sevenlengths. Here 
Harvard made a fine spurt and erossed the line, 
pulling 34 strokes per minute, winning the race by 
twelve lengths, in 24:45. Columbia's time was 25:55. 

Harvard pulled in splendid form from start to 
finish, and her new stroke acquitted himself finely. 
In the Columbia boat the stroke and No.7 onthe 
third mile began to show signs of distress and 
were winded. Before the race bets ranging 
from $100 to $60 to even money were made on the 
Columbias.

RAILWAY TRAINS MISSING.

THE RESULT OF LAND-SLIDES ON THE JER- 
SEY SHORE, PINE CREEK AND BUFFALO. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., June 20.—There has 
been considerable excitement and anxiety here 
since yesterday morning on account of the missing 
trains on the Jersey Shore, Pine Creek and Buffalo 
Railroad. The country through which this road 


runs is the wildest in the State, abounding with 
cations and miles of forests and unsettled lands. 
It was feared that the heavy rain-storms had 
caused the jand to slide, and had caused a bad ac- 
cident.

TWO GOOD CONTESTS AT THE OPENING OF 
THE JUNE MEETING, WON BY CAPTAIN 
EMMONS AND BILLY BUTTON. 


The June meeting of the Gentlemen’s Driv- 
ing Association was opened yesterday most auspl- 
ciously. The weather was warm, but not hot 
enough to prevent the horses doing their best. 
The track Was in prime condition, as is shown by 
the fact that the sloweat time made was 2:2534, 
equivalent to 2:240n some of the famous mile- 
tracks of the country. Thore was no public bet- 
ting or book-making, and what little private bet- 
ting therc was was on heats instead of races. and 
was eonfined to small wagers between the mem- 
bers of the association and their friends, who 
thronged the club-house steps and verandas.

See and other well-known trotters; §S. Bull 
and family, of Racine, Wis.: Frank Ellis, 
of Philadeiphia; William H. Vanderbilt, David 
jonner. Frank Work, and a party of friends, who 
occupied conspicuous seats on the club-house 


steps; Alexander Taylor, Jr., I. Cohnfield, A. A, 
Bonner, George Sistare, H. W. T. Mall, Col. 
John F. Fellows, Commissioner Sydney P. Niehols, 
Charles H. Kerner, of the Everett House; Charles 
jachman, Albert Hall, M. P, Walker, C. H. Jut- 
field, Shepherd F. Bneyp. H. M. Whitehead, George 
B. Alley, William Gough, Hamilton Busbey, Gabe 
Case, and many other well-known turfmen. These 
eentiemen smoked excellent cigars, quaffed cham- 
paghe, talked horse until one another's ears ached, 
and disputed about the recoras of their stop- 
watches in altogether too lively a manner for such 
warm weather, until the record displayed at the 
judge’s stand put an end to the discussions and 
showed a great majority of them to have been 
altogether wrong. The judges were C. H. Ray- 
mond, of this City; William Edwards, of Cleve- 
land, and P. C. Burke, of Brooklyn, and the time- 
keepers were M. P. Bush. of Butialo, and Samuel 
Weeks and William F. Kidder, of this City. 

After a peculiarly noisy band had finished play- 
ing the familiar airs from ‘‘ Patience,” five horses 
appeared to contest for the $2,500 purse for the 
2:19 class. The spectators took a turn at 
patience then during a tedious lot of 
scoring. The contestants were Josephus, 
Captain Emmons, John F. Clark, Romero, and 
Adele Gould, and the last named made al! the 
trouble by refusing to come up with the rest of the 
party. When tne word was given sho was well in 
the rear, and proudly hela that place in this as well 
as the rest of the heats in which she appeared. 
Clark and Emmons were well inthe lead before 
the Te ye pole was reached. Clark held his lead 
until the horses passed the Point of Rocks, when 
Jobnny Murphy sent Emmons to the front, and 
held the lead to the finish, passing under the 
wire -only a head in front of Clark, whose 
ariver plied the whip freely to hold the place, as 
Rumero was only a haif-length behind him. The 
time was 2:21. In the second heat Emmons was 
in front and Clark in the rear when the word was 
given, Just after passing the turn Emmons was 
given the challenge by Romero and Josephus, and 
the three made a pretty and exciting race ali the 
way round, though Josephus oufspeeded his eom- 
panions, taking the lead after the quarter 
pole was paesed, and holding it so well 
as to come under the wire on a jog 
in 2:20, the best time of the day.

GRANT AT APPOMATTOX 


Sieipdicincen 
GEN. SHERIDAN'S DESORIPTION OF 
LEE’S SURRENDER. 

AN ABSORBINGLY INTERESTING ACCOUNT 
OF THE LAST SCENES OF THE WAR IN 

VIRGINIA. 


Gen. Phil Sheridan contributes to the North 
American Leview a graphic account of Gen. Lee's 
surrender to Gen. Grant. at Appomattox, on the 
oth of April, 1865. The most important portions 
of the narrative are given below: 

When, April 4, 1865, being at the nead of the cav- 
alry, I threw across the line of Gen. Leo's march 
at Jetersyille, onthe Richmond and Danville Rail- 
toad, my personal escort, the First United States 
Cavairy, numbering about 200 men, a tall, lank 
Man was seen coming down the road from the di- 
rection of Amelia Court-house, riding a small mule 
and heading toward Burkeville Junetion, to which 
point Gen. Crook had. early that morning, been 
ordered with his division of cavalry, to break the 
railroad and telegraph lines. The man ana the 
mule were brought to a halt and the mule and 
himself closely examined, under strong remon- 
strances at the indignity done to a Southern cen- 
tleman. Remonstrance, however, was without 
avail, and in his boots two cablegrams were found 
trom the Commissary-General of Lee’s army say- 
mg: “The army is at Amelia Court-house, short 
of provisions; send 300,000 rations quickly to 

- Burkeville Junction.” One of these dis- 


patches was for the Confederate Supply PDe- 
partment at Danville, the other for that 
at Lynchburg. It was at once presumed that, 
after the dispatches were written, the telegraph 
line had been broken by Gen. Crook north of 
Burkeyville, and they were on their way to some 
station beyond the break to be telegraphed. They 
revealei where Lee was, and from them some esti- 
mate could also pe formed of the number of his 
troops. Orders were at onee given to Gen. Crook 
to come up the road from Burkeville to Jeters- 
ville, and to Gen. Merritt, who, with the other two 
divisions of cavalry, had followed the road from 
Petersburg, on the south side of and near the Ap- 
pomattox River, to close in without delav on Je- 
tersville, while the Fifth Army Corps, under the 
lamented Griffin, which was about 10 or 15 miles 
hehind, was marched at a quick pace to the same 
point and the road in front of Lee's army blocked 
antil the arrival of the balance of the Army of the 
Potomac the afternoon of the next day. 


INTERCEPTED DISPATCHES, 


My command was pinched for provisions, and 
these dispatches indicated an opportunity to ob- 
jain a supply; so, calling for Lieut.-Col. Young, 
rommanding my scouts, four men, in the most ap- 
proved gray were selected—good, brave, smart fel- 
ows, knowing every cavalry regiment in the Con- 
federate Army, and as good *‘ Johnnies” as were 
in that army, go far as bearing and language were 
concerned. They were directed to goto Burke- 
ville Junction and there separate. Two were to 
go down the Lynchburg braneh of the rail- 
road until a Confederate telegraph station was 
fonnd, from which they were to transmit by 
wire the above mentioned rebel dispatehes, repre- 
sent the suffering condition of Lee's army, watch 
for the trains, and hurry the provisions on to 
Burkevilie or in that direction. The other two 
were to go on the Danville branch and had similar 
‘nstructions. The mission was accomplished. I 
arrived at Jetersville with the adyance of my com- 
mand—the First United States Cavalry—on the 
afternoon of the 4th of Apri], I knew the condi- 
tion and position of the rebel army from the dis- 
patches referred to, and also from the following 
letter (erroneously dated April 5) taken from a col- 
ored man who was captured later in the day: 

Ame C. H., April 5, 1865. 

DEAR Mamma: Ourarmy is ruined, I fear. Weare 
all gafe as yet. Shyronleft us sick, John Taylor is 
well; saw him yesterday. We are in line of hattle 
this morning. General Robert Lee is in the field near 
as. My trustisstillin the justice of our cause and 
that of God. General Hill is killed. I saw Murray 
a few minutes since, 
jaken prisoner, but may get out. 
negro i see passing up the railroad to Michienburg. 
Love toall. Your devoted son,

THE 7TH OF APRIL. 


I 
thought that Lee would not abandon the direct 
road to Danville through Prince Edward’s Court- 
house, and early on the morning of the 7th directed 
Gen. Crook to follow up his rear, while with Mor- 
ritt (Custer and Devens’s divisions) I swung off to 
the left and moved quickly to strike the Danville 
road six or eight miles south of Prinee Edward’s 
Court-house, and thus again head or cut off al! or 
tome of the retreating Confederate Army. On 
reaching that road it was founa that Gen. Lee’s 
army had not passed, and my command was instant- 
ty turned north for Prince Edward’s Court-house. 
A detachment, ordered to move with the greatest 
celerity via Prince Edward’s Court-house, reported 
that Lee had crossed the Appomattox at and near 
Farmville, and that Crook had followed him. Gen.

BRISK ENGAGEMENT ON THE 8TH. 


Our start on the morning of the 8th was before 
the sun wasup, and having proceeded buta few 
miles Major White, of the seouts, reached me with 
the news that the supply trains were east of Appo- 
mattox station. Before reaching the station Cus- 
ter detailed two regiments to make a detour, strike 
the raiiroad beyond the station, tear up the track, 
and secure the trains.

The cavalry continued the aghting nearly 
all that night, driving the enemy back to the 
vicinity of Appomattox Court-house, a distance 
of about four miles, thus giving him no re- 
ose, and covering the weakness of the attacking 
orce. I remember well the little frame-honse just 
south of the station, where the head-quarters of 
the cavalry rested, or, rather, remained, for there 
was no rest the night of the 8th. Dispatehes were 
going back to our honored chief, Gen. Grant, and

To-morrow was to end our troubles in all reasona- 
ble probability, but it was thought necessary that 
the infantry should arrive, in order to doubly ia- 
pure the result. Merritt, Crook, and Custer were, 
at times, there. Happiness was in every beart. 
Our long and weary labors were about to close; 
our dangers soon to end. There was no sleep; 
there had been but little for the previous eight or 
nine days. 
LEE HEMMED IN. 


Before sunrise Gen. Ord came in reporting the 
aear approach of his eommand. After a hasty 
consultation about positions to be taken up by the 
Incoming troopa we were in the saddle and off for 
the front,in the vicinity of Appomattox Court- 
house. As we were approaching the village a 
heavy line of Confederate infantry was seen ad- 
rancing. and rapid firing commenced. Riding to 
i slight elevatiou, where | couid get a yiew of the 
“advancing enemy, I immediately sent directions to 
Gen. Merritt for Custer’s and Deyens’s divisions to 
fall slowly back, and as they did so to with- 
draw to our right flank, thus pamasking Ord’s 
snd Gibbons’s infantry. Crook aud Macken- 
tie, op the extreme left, were ordered 
zo hold fast. Shortly afterward I returned from 
Gen. Ord to the front, making for Gen. Merritt's 
battle flag on the right flank of the line. On reach- 
Ing it the order to advance was given, and every 
uidon was bent tothe front, and as we swept by 

ward theleft of the epemy’s line of batue he 
opened a heavy fire of artillery. No heed was paid 
to the deadly missiles, and, with the wildest 
yells, we soon reached a point some distance 
to his rignt and nearly opposite Appomattox 
Court-hause. Beyond us. in a low yalley, 
lay Lee and the remnant of his army. There 
did not appear tu be much organization, except in 
the advanced troops under Gen. Gordon, whom 
we had been fiehting, and a rear-guard under Gen. 
Longstreet, still further up the vailey. Formations 
were immediately commenced to make a boid and 
gweeping charge down the grassy slope, when an 
aid-de-camp from Custer, filled with excitement, 
hat in band, dashed up to me with the message 
from his chief: ‘ Lee has surrendered! Do not 


charge; the white isup ! Orders were given 
to complete the pan BS but not to charge.

erate troops that had falien back to that point. 
Gen. Custer had not come back, and, su posing 
that he was with the group at the Court-bouse, 
moved on a gallop down the narrow ridge, fol- 
lowed by my staff, The court-house was, pe 
three-fourths of a mile distant. We had not gone 
far before a heavy fire was opened onus from a 
skirt of timber tq our right, and distant not much 
over 300 yards. [halted fora moment, and, taking 
off my hat, called out that the flag was bei 
violated, but could not stop. the _ firing, 
which now caused us all to take sheljter 

a ravine running parallel to the ridge 
we were on. I remained stationary a moment 
after these events, then. calling a staff officer, di- 
rected him to go over to the group of Confederate 
officers and demand what such conduct meant. 
Kind apologies were mado, and we advanced. 


The superior officers met were Gen, J. B. Gordon” 


and Gen. Cadmus M. Wilcox, the latter an old 
army officer. As soon as the first greeting was 
over a furious firing commenced in front of our 
own cavalry, from whom we had only a few min- 
utes before separated. Gen. Gordon seemed to 
be somewhat disconcerted by it, I remarked to 
him: “Gen, Gordon, your men fired on me as 
I was coming over here, and undoubtedly 
they have done the same to Merritt’s and 
Custer’s commands. We might just as well let 
them fight it out.’ Tothis proposition Gen. Gor- 
don did not accede. I then asked: * Why not send 
a staff officer and have your people cease firing’? 
They are violating the flag!” Ue said, “have no 
staff officer to send.” I replied, “I will Jet you 
have one of mine,” and ealling for Lieut, Vander- 
hilt Allen, he was directed to report to Gen. Gor- 
don and carry his orders. She orders were to go 
to Gen. Geary, who was in command of a smail 
brigade of South Carolina cavairy, and ask him to 
discontinue the firmg. Lieut. Allen dashed off 
with the message, but, on delivering it to Gen, 
Geary, was taken prisoner, with the remark from 
that officer that he did not eare for white flags; 
that South Carolinians never surrendered. 


MERRIT?Y’S LAST CHARGE. 


It was about this time that Merritt, getting im- 
patient at the supposed treacherous firing, ordered 
a vharge of a portion of his command. While 
Gens. Gordon and Wileox were engaged in eon- 
versation with me, a cloud of dust, a wild hurrah, 
a flashing of sabres, indicated a charge, and the 
ejaculations of my staff officers were heard, 
**Look ! Merritt has ordered acharge.”’ The flight 
of Geary’s brigade followed; Lieut. Allen was thus 
released. ‘Tbe last gun had been fired and the last 
charge made in the Virginia campaign, While the 
scenes thus related were taking place the conversa- 
tion I now speak of was occurring between Gen. 
Gordon and niyself. After the first salutation, 
Gen. Gordon remarkea: ‘Gen. Lee asks for a 
suspension of hostilities pending tho negotiations 
which he has been having for the last day and 
night with Gen. Grant.”’ I rejoined: ‘I have 
been constantly informed of the progress of the 
negotiations, and think it singular that. while euch 
necotiatious are going on, Gen. Lee should have 
continued his march and attempted to break 
through my lines this morning with the view of es- 
caping. I can entertain no terms except the con- 
Gition that Gen, Lee will surrender to Gen. Grant 
on his arrival here. I have sent for him. If 
these terms are not accepted we will re- 
new hostilities... Gen. Gordon replied: “Gen, 
Lee’s army is exhausted. There is no 
to Gen. Grant on 
his arrival.” Gen. Wilcox, whom I knew quite 
well, he having been Captain of the company to 
which I was attached as a cadet at the military 
academy, then stepped to his horse, and, taking 
hold of the saddle-bags, said in a jocular way: 
* Here, Sheridan, take these eacdle-bags; they 
have one soiled shirt and apair of drawers. You 
have burned everything else I had in the world, 
and I think you are entitled to these also." He 
was alluding. of course, to the destruction of the 
bagrage trains which had been going on for some 

ays. 

ARRIVAL OF GEN. GRANT. 

When the terms above referred to were settled, 
each army agreed to remain in s/atu guo until the 
arrival of Gen. Grant, We had waited some 
hours, and, I think, about 12 or 1 o'clock Gen. 
Grant arrived. Gen. Ord, myself, and many of- 
ficers Were in the main road leading through the 
town. at a point where Lee’s army was visible. 
Gen. Grant rode up and greeted me with, “ Sheri- 
dan, how are you?” I replied, “I am very well, 
thank you.”” He then said: “ Where is Lee?’ I 
replied: **Thereis his army down in that valley; 
he is over in that house, (pointing out Me- 
Lean’s,) waiting to surrender to you.”’ Gen. Grant, 
still without dismounting, said: ‘Come, let us 
go over.”’ He then made the same request to Gen. 
Ord, and we all went to MeLean’s bouse. Those 
who entered with Gen. Grant were, as nearly as I 
can revollect. Ord, Rawlins, Seth Williams, Ingalls, 


| Babcock, Parker, and myself, the staff officers, or 


those who accompanied, remaining outside on the 
perch steps apd in the yard. On entering the par 
lor we found Gen. Lee standing in company with 
Col. Marshall, his aide-de-camp, The first greeting 
was to Gen. Seth Williams,who had been Lee's Ad- 
jutant when he was Superintendent of the military 
academy. Gen. Lee was then presented to Gen. 
Grant, and all present were introduced. Gen. 
Lee was dressed in a now gray uniform, 
evidently put on for the oceasion, nnd wore a 
handsome sword. He had on his face the expres- 
sion of relief from aheavy burden. Gen. Grant’s 
uniform was soiled with mud and eervice, and he 
wore no sword, After a few words had boon 
spoken by those who knew Gen. Lee, all the offieers 
retired, except, perhaps, one staff officer of Gen. 
Grant's, and the one who was with Gen. Lee. We 
had not been absent from the room longer than 
about five minutes when Gen. Babcock came to 
the door and said: **The surrender has taken 
place—you can come in again.” 
THE FORMAL SURRENDER, 


When we re-entered Gen. Grant was writing on 
a little wooden, elliptical-shaped tablo (purchased 
by me from Mr. McLean and presented to Mrs. G. 
A. Custer) the conditions of the surrender. Gen. 
Lee was sitting, his hands resting on the hilt of his 


} sword, to the left of Gen. Grant. with his back to 


a smal! marble-topped table, on which many books 
were piled. While Gen. Grant was writing friendiy 
conversation was engaged in by Gen. Lee and his 
ala with the officers present, and he took from 
his breast-pocket two cispatches which had 
been sent to him by me during the forenoon, 
notifying bim that some of his cavalry in 
front of Crook were violating the agreement 
entered into by withdrawing. I had not had time 
to make copies when they were sent, and had 
made a request to have them returned. He hand- 
ed them to me with the remark,’ Iam sorry. it 
is possible my cavalry at that point of tie line did 
not fully understand the agreement.” About one 
hour was occupled in drawing up and signing the 
terms, when Gen. Leo retired from the house with 
a cordial shake of the hand with Gep. Grant, 
mounted his chunky cray horse, and, lifting bis hat, 
passed through the gate aud rode over the crest of 
the hill to his army. On his arrival there we heard 
wild cheering. which seemed to be taken up pro- 
gressively by his troops, ejther for him or because 
of satisfaction with his last official act asa soldier.

Sir: The appointments in the navy of naval cadets 
who are graduates of the Naval Academy successfully 
completing their six years’ course in 1863 wlll be as 
follows: There will be three appointments as assist- 
ant naval constructors. ‘hese appointments would 
naturally be made only after the cadeis to whom they 
are assigned have pursued their special studies for 
two or three years after final graduation. Under the 
special circumstances now existing they will, 
however, he made immedisgtely; but they are not 
to be! treated as precedents for like appointments 
hereafter. The law of Aug, 5, 1882, prohibiting 
appointments from the graduates except to fill the 
vacancies of each year, provided that nothing shouid 
“reduce the number of appointments from such 
graduates below 10 each year.” These 1 appoint- 
ments will be 7 ensigns (of the junior grade,) and 3 
assistant engineers. There having been no more va- 
ecancies than 10 during the year, no edditional en- 
signs or assistant engineers can be appointed. 
There will also te 10 new appointments as 
Second Lieutenants in the Marine Corps from 
final ervaduates of the year. The Academic Board will 
determine the order of merit for these appointments, 
and make their recommendations to the department, 
and thercupon the assignments will be made tothe 
various corps. So far as practicable (with the excep- 
tion of the appolutmeuts as assistant naval con- 
structors) the cadets maybe allowed to choose the 
corps to which they will be assigned. ‘he appoint- 
ments will be dated Juby 1,1853. Very respectfully,

ARCHITECT HILL’S CONTRACTS. 

Wassincton, June 20.—The Hill investi- 
gating committee met at 10:30 this morning. Be- 
fore the regular proceedings had been opened Mr. 
Coleman called attention to the remarks made by 
him yesterday and said; “I notice that I am re- 
ported in some newspapers as haying said yester- 
day that the cheek displayed by this defense in 


asking the commission to limit this investigation 
to the fraud in the Philadelphia Post Ofiice Build- 
ing is only equaled by the amount of fees taken by 
the Gevernment counsel in the star route case. 
What I suppose I said was that it was 
only equaled by the amount of fees paid 
to counsel by the Government in those cases. 
And my allusion to this fact at all was only to 
show how much more energetically this Adminis- 
tration proseeuted the alleged frauds in the Post 
Office Department than they do the frauds con- 
nected with these building contracts. In the one 
case the ablest counsel to be obtained were em- 
»loyed by the Government. and in the other the 
Sotacumont does not pay a dollar.” 

Mr. Murch was sworn. Witness had been a stone- 
cutter from 1859 to within six years. Witness 
worked both as a journeyman stone-cutter and as 
a foreman in dressing granite for the Philadelphia 
public building. During the time he worked there 
the 15 per cent. contract was in force with the 
Dix Island Granite Company. The men were in- 
structed as to the length of time they should oe- 
cupy incutting each stone.

Q.— Why did you work 140 days upon one stone?

Several letters and other documentary evidence 
relating to the Philadelphia building were offered, 
after which Gen. Stinemetz wea recalled and ques- 
tioned as an expert relative to certajn alterations 
in the plans for the building. At 1:80 the commit- 
tee adjourned till to-morrow,

SAVANNAH AND COTION TRADE. 


EFFECT OF THE POOLING SYSTEM UPON THE 
PROSPERITY OF TIIN CITY. 
SAVANNAH, June 20,—An important meet- 
ing of the Cotton Exchange was held to-day to 
receive the report of the Committee of Investiga- 
tion into the causes ef the decline in the receipts 


of cotton at Savannah. The report was exhaust- 
ive. The committee cffered the foliowing resola- 
tions, whith were unanimously adopted: 


Be tt Resoiveda—t. That we view with regret and se- 
rious apprehension the present and prospective evil 
effects of the pooling system upon the cotton trade 
and the commercial prosperity of our city, and regard 
its abolition, or deciaed modification, as necessary to 
our welfare. 

If, We urge upon our railroad companies, to whom 
we are 60 much indebted for enlargement of our 
business and promotion of our varied interests 
in the past, to gravely consider the injury they are do- 
ing by their present course and to aban- 
don this policy, which, with their sanction and 
support, is diverting from the ports of Georgia 
to other and distant ones products of our own Stato, 
and trade which our ngturai advantages and geo- 
Graphical position cause us toclaim asrightrully ours. 

Ith. That the President and Board of Directors of 
this Exchange be and they are hereby directed to ap- 

Int a committee of members of this body who shall 

e styled the Committee of Transportation Kates, 
whoee duty it shall be to inform themseives and keep

Cuicaao, June 20.—Provisions were active and 
very much unsettied to-day. The local hog market 
was weaker, and Liverpool reported another deciino 
of 1s, inlard and 6d. in meats. The chief point, how- 
ever, was the throwing of about 20,000 barrels pork, 
5,000,000 pounds short ribs, and some lard on account 
of a local firm, which demoralized some other holders 
into materially increasing the volume of offerings. 


Short ribs declinéd 40 cents, reacted 10 cents, then 
broke 30 to 35 cents, and improved 20 cents, ciosing 
on ’Change 324 cents below the latest o prices 
of Tuesday. Pork declined 10 cents, sold up #0 cents, 
declined 52% cents, and jumped 4216 cents, clos- 
ing & cents above the latest trading in offiees the pre- 
ceding day, but a long way below the quotations 
at the close of the Tuesday afternoon call. 
Lard improved 25 cents, fell back nearly 
30 cents, and closed at an improvement of 15 to 20 
cents. There was very little throwing of lard, the 
trade generally veing reassured by the vigorous ex- 
port movement whieh set in with the return to lower 
prices. In the other departments of the market the 
decline was staid by free buying on the part of lead- 
ing capitalists, who seemed to be serenely confident 
that there will prove to be a good profit in the cpera- 
tion before the close of next week. On the afternoon 
call pork was steady, ribs 5 to 10 cents higher, and the 
longer lard futures were irmer. 

tlour was very dull. but steadier in tone, the wheat 
market being more settled by the time the flour op- 
erators got together, but outside orders were with- 
held as a consequence of the uncertainty in our mar- 
kets. Wheat was irregularly stronger. closing 15 
cents above the latest quotations of Tuesday, at 
$1 0634 bid for July and $1 08% bid for August, the 
longer tutures exhibiting the most strength. The 
British markets were quoted dull and tending easier. 
‘This, with the expecta of another collapse, which 
had been rumored all the way from New-York, made 
the market here open weak, and there was a good 
deal of wheat on sale. But the only failures that af 
rected wheat attected It the other way, the suspensior 
in provisions involving the necessity of filling In some 
short wheat, and a leading commission house steppe¢ 
to the front as « buyer for about all that was offered 
The result was strength > to about noon; ther 
the the market feil o about 1 cent, bw 
soon recovered, and chosed nearly at the toy 
prices of the session. It advanced another 44 cen 
on theafterpoon. Car lots were in fair request at | 
cent deciine, but that was as compared with 24 hour; 
previously, cash lots being inactive on the late break 
of Tuesday. There were some shipping inquirie, 
from the other side of the Atlantie, bat no export 
purchases were reported. Several parties in the 
trade sald, however, that they expected the recent 
decline in prices to waken up a movement of our 
wheat toward the rising sun. 

Corn was unusually active and decidedly stronger. 
It sold down %& cents early, but soon turned up, and 
closeu 4¢ cent above the latest prices of Tuesday, at 
5443 cents bid for July, and 5434 cents for August, with 
September at 5544 cents bid, Liverpool and London 
were called 6a. to 9d. per quarter lower, and the fear 
of a further break helped to depress prices at the out- 
side. But our receipts proved to be mueh smalier 
shan the recent average, and reports from Nebraska, 
Missouri, and Illinois told of corn choked by the 
weeds over vast areas which are too wet to bear the 
plow. Perhaps this showing called out afleading firm, 
which took on about 4,000,000 bushels during the day, 
and did not seem to be filled upthen. There was @ 
moderate volurme of buying by other parties, and not 
much olfered for sale in the latter part of the session, 
There was a fair shipping demand all through, with 
little change from the prices of the previous day. On 
the afternoon cali the market was a shade firmer, and 
in the alley July was quoted up to 5458 cents.

Our Columbus dispatches show that un-

Ly’s success is regarded as fatal to Senator 
PENDLETON, and it is being vigorously pro- 
moted by men believed to be in the interest 
of Mr. Tizpen. Judge Hoanpty in 1876-7 
supported the preposterous Oregon fraud 
with the weight of his legal ability. 
Mr. PENDLETON, on the other hand, is 
committed to the principle of the civil ser- 
‘vice reform law, of which he was the 
‘sponsor. Nothing could be more hopelessly 
at variance with TrLDEN’s political:methods 
or with any plan that he may be-nursing 
than that principle. To TrLpeN reform 
consists first and last in putting Democrats 
fn the place of Republicans. In the terse 
Janguage of Ohio politics, he ‘‘has no use”’ 
for a non-partisan reform, or for one which 
would not leave the offices to be distributed 
us auxiliary to the “barrel.” It is quite 
patural, therefore, that he should be aiding 
Judge Hoapty and putting every obstacle 
he can handle in the path of Mr. PENDLETON. 





Our dispatches state on good Democratic 
puthority—and they are peculiarly trust- 
worthy—that money in large amounts is 
being used,.and will be used, in the maneuv- 
vres at Columbus. It is believed by Demo- 
crats on the- ground that $50,000 will be 
furnished to accomplish Hoap.Ly’s nom- 
ination. Of:course, much larger amounts 
would be forthcoming to secure his elec- 
tion. There are various reasons for, this. 
The Democratic ticket will represent the 
policy of free rumin the State, and the 
liquor-dealers, In supplying funds to elect 
It, would be.simply buying exemption 
from taxation, a privilege for which they 
can afford to pay. Moreover, a victory in 
Ohio is very necessary to the Democratic 
campaign next year. It would not in itself 
further their cause so much, but a defeat 
would be a very serious matter for them. 
As, should they win in 1884, they would 
run the Government service on the spoils 
system, they can safely puta great deal of 
money into a canvass which affects the elec- 
tions of next year so directly. Should they 
win at that time, they would expect to re- 
pay themselves a good deal more than cent 
per cent. for their present outlay, and the 
\ax-payers would have to foot the bill. 

The Postmaster-General has reached a 
very just and sensible conclusion in the mat- 
ter of the reopened bids for blanks, blank- 
books, and printed matter for the money or- 
der division of the department. The error 
made by the Public Printer in submitting 
bis bid was unfortunate, of course, but to 
cancel contracts already awarded other bid- 
fers and accept fresh proposals after the 
figures of the first bids had been made pub- 
lic would be to establish a very bad prece- 
fient.

From the wilds of Michigan, to which he 
retired soon after his removal from the 
Washington Post Office, Mr. D. B. AIncrerR 
sends forth his note of triumph over the es- 
cape of the star route thieves. In a highly 
sarcastic letter to Mr. Gzorce Buss, the 
ex-Postmaster exults over his former adver- 
sary. Mr. AINGER was removed by the 
President for having, in open defiance of 
law, certified to the genuineness of 
worthless bonds for mail service. He should 
consider himself lucky that his violation of 
a plain provision of law was not more se- 
verely punished than by his removal from 
office. But, with serene unconsciousness of 
his good fortune, the man tempts fate by 
screaming out his elation at the acquittal of 
his fmends Dorsgy, Brapy, and the rest. 
When he was removed, AINGER protested 
his impartiality in the pending trial. 
Now that he is out of office and the 
trial is over, his exultation simply con- 
firms the general belief that his sympathies 
were where his interests were—with the de- 
fendants.

Buss of removing ‘‘innocent and inoffen- 
sive persons’ from office is to leave out of 
account the President of the United Siates. 
To twit Mr. Buiss with the cost of the star 
route trials will not possibly help the hope- 
less case of ex-Postmaster D. B. AINGER. 

There is wrath in Waynesboro, Burke 
County, Ga, over the publication in 
Tue Tres of what are said to be the in- 
side facts concerning the late demonstration 
against the Chinese in that town. The 
Jrue Citizen, having first denounced the 
correspondent’ who furnished those facts as 
a ‘‘dastard,’’ ‘‘miscreant,’? and ‘‘scur- 
rilous slanderer,’’ offers a reward for the 
name of this execrated person. The two 
Chinamen of Waynesboro ran away 
when a mob of courageous young 
men tore down their shop and knocked the 
young merchants about the place. The cor- 
respondent of Tur Times, being a free-born 
American citizen, will notrun. He might 
resist the urgent demand of the chivalry of 
Waynesboro that he should take to the 
woods. Then the humane and law-abiding 
population, being five hundred against one 
man, might feel obliged to kill him. And it 
would be unfair to kill the correspondent, who 
thought that he was doing his fellow-citizens 
a service when he said that the Chinese were 
not mobbed because they introduced cheap 
labor, but because they were suspected of 
matrimonial intentions. The True Citizen 
denies the truth of this explanation; but in 
its zea] to secure the correspondent’s scalp 
it forgets to say why the Chinese were 
mobbed. If neither cheap labor nor fear of 
miscegenation compelled their removal, what 
did? 





MR. EVANS AND THE ADMINISTRA- 
TION. 


The recent and proposed changes in the 
Internal Revenue Bureau are exciting a great 
deal of feeling throughout the country. The 
more they are examined the worse they ap- 
pear, and the worst feature connected with 
them is the impudent avowal of his motives 
which Mr. Evans makes. It is true that he 
pretends he wished to improve the service, 
but he does not condescend to say how it 
could be improved by turning out good 
men and putting in others who had 
been dismissed, or even new men 
who know nothing about the duties. 
But he does acknowledge that he put Mr. 
Horton in Mx Ev_pripGr’s place because 
Horton was his (Evans’s) ‘‘friend,’’ and 
that he considers that a good reason. He 
further confesses that he wished to give 
Kentucky a larger share of patronage. He 
professes to have been ignorant of the 
records of the bureau which are damaging 
to his appointees, but he'is not concerned 
so much at his own ignorance as he is that 
the facts should have got out, and he threat- 
ens that if he finds who gave them to the 
press there will be another removal in the 
bureau. If he goes on as he has begun 
there ought to be another removal, and it is 
he who should be removed. 

Mr. Evans fliatters himself that he repre- 
sents ‘‘the West,’’ and that the ‘‘ attacks’’ 
upon him are due to the sectional jealousy of 
the Eastern press. This is talking like a 
man who might be brayed in a mortar with- 
out seriously improving him. The Eastern 
press showed no jealousy of the West when 
Mr. GRESHAM was taken, nor when Mr. 
Lincotn or Mr. TELLER was named. It 
would have shown none if Mr. Bristow 
had been called to the Cabinet. It sees no 
reason to identify Mr. Evans with “the 
West.’’ He is much too small a man to ex- 
cite jealousy in himself, and he no more 
represents the honest, disinterested Repubii- 
cans of the great section behind which he 
seeks to escape the just censure heaped 
upon him than he_ represents’. the 
same class in any other part of 
the country. The only jealousy the 
Republican press feels is jealousy of the 
good name, the honor and usefulness of the 
party, and the Administration which repre- 
sents it. That press does not enjoy expos- 
ing the faults of Republicans in high places, 
nor does it enjoy the existence of the 
faults, but it has frequent occasion to criti- 
cise the Democratic leaders, and when it 
does so it does not care to be reminded that it 
has screened men as bad or worse on its 
own side. 

Now, the radical difficulty with Mr. 
Evans is that he has not the first glimmer- 
ing notion of what Republicans wish in 
their prominent officials, viz., integrity, de- 
votion to the good of the service, and in- 
dependence of personal and partisan favorit- 
ism in appointments and removals. Has Mr. 
Evans read the act of Jan. 16, known as 
the civil service law? Did he read the 
debates in the Senate on that act and the re- 
port on which it was based? Has he ever 
seen the last message of President ARTHUR 
and what he said in it regarding the act? 
Does. he know that the President and the 
Republican majority in Congress meant by 
that law to establish the principle that 
neither the ‘‘friendship’’ of an appointing 
officer, nor the claim of ‘‘ Kentucky’ on 
patronage, nor anything but the efficiency 
and honor of the service should have any 
weight in making appointments and re- 


movals? Obviously he knows nothing of 
all this. He enters his important office, the 
most important outside the Cabinet, and 
more important than some within it, with 
the spirit of a mere huckster in patronage. 
He treats the trust confided’ to him as if it 
were a monopoly grant of the Elizabeth- 
an era, to be administered for his own 
profit and pleasure and that of his greedy 
hangers-on. That is something which the 
Republican Party will not tolerate. We 
have all of us, East and West, North and 
South, had enough of it. We are tired and 
sick of it. It has brought us humiliation 
and defeat in the past and it will bring 
nothing else in the future. We cannot 
carry the load, and we do not wish to try. 

The President is reported to be greatly 
annoyed by Mr. Evans’s scandalous con- 
duct. He has reason to be, and he cannot 
do better than to put a stop to it. The best 
way todo that would be to annul the recent 
appointments and restore the efficient offi- 
cers who have been removed. If it be ob- 
jected that that would involve the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Evans, the clear answer is that 
Mr. Evans should go, unless he is will- 
ing and able to act in harmony with 
the well-defined policy of the Ad- 
ministration, which he _ has __ grossly 
violated. His departure would not weaken 
but strengthen the Administration. His ap- 
pointment proves to have been a mistake, 
but it is one of those mistakes which the 
President can only gain by correcting, and 
he can only lose more and more by ignoring 
it. The confidence of the country in his 
own sincerity is worth far more to Mr. 
ARTHUR than anything which this amazing 
Kentuckian can contribute. 


THE REORGANIZATION SCHEME. 

It is claimed that the section added by the 
Republican Central Committee to the plan 
of reorganization reported by the Commit- 
tee of Eighteen will give all Republican 
voters an opportunity to vote for delegates 
to the State Convention and thereby exert 
their power upon the selection of members 
of the next State Committee. The wording 
of the section, which is altogether inexplicit, 
will perhaps bear that construction, but we 
believe we were right in assuming that it is 
the intention of the managers to keep the 
primaries practically upon the old basis 
until after the State Convention, and it is 
plainly left in their power to do so, 

There is to be no re-enrollment in Sep- 
tember. Notwithstanding the shifting and 
dodging of the two committees on that 
question, a re-enrollment at that time was 
explicitly provided for in the plan as origi- 
nally agreed to and given out for publica- 
tion. The postponement was the work of 
the Central Committee, and it had a pur- 
pose, which we still believe to be what we 
stated yesterday. One reason given for not 
having the re-enrollment in September is the 
fact that many Republicans are then out of 
town, but the same number will be absent 
from primaries held without an enroilment, 
and primaries held without an enrollment 
will be absolutely in the hands of the ma- 
chine managers. 

The primary election Jaw will not prevent 
them from carrying things their own way. 
The primaries are to be held by the district 
associations, the supervisors appointed by 
the Central Committee merely acting with 
their inspectors. Persons whose votes are 
challenged may be sworn as to their qualifi- 
cations, but they must be the qualifications 
“prescribed by the regulations of the asso- 
ciation holding the primary or convention.’’ 
It is only after the re-enrollment has been 
made that these district associations are to 
** cease to be depositaries of political power”’ 
and the ‘‘ whole body of voters’’ are to take 
their place in thisrespect. Consequently the 
qualifications recognized by the primary 
election law would be those prescribed by 
the district associations in their present 
‘* regulations, ’’ 

Under all the circumstances we have no 
hesitation in adhering to our belief that the 
preliminaries of the next State Convention, 
and practically those of the next election, 
will be under the complete control of the 
machine, as this whole business of reor- 
ganization has been and is. What was 
needed, and what is still needed, is not a re- 
organization by the machine but an organ- 
ization by the Republican voters of the City. 





NORTH AND SOUTH. 

In his address at the unveiling of a monu- 
ment to the Confederate dead at Camden, 
S. C., Senator Hampron made an eloquent 
appeal yesterday for a full reconciliation be- 
tween the sections once divided by civil 
strife. It is an appeal which in its general 
tone and spirit is calculated to win the sym- 
pathy of the people of the North and to pro- 
mote the object for which it is made. But 
some of Gen. HAMPToN’s statements furnish 
an interesting illustration of the different 
way in which the old struggle is still regard- 
ed in the two sections. 

Nobody will feel like quarreling with the 
Senator over the meaning of words, It 
matters not whether we call the Southern 
people of 1860-65 traitors and rebels. Names 
do not change essential facts. The ‘divine 
command to yield obedience to constituted 
authority’’ was, perhaps, as imperative in 
1861 as it is to-day, and there is no 
doubt as to what the constituted authority 
of the Nation was at that time. Call ita 
civil war and not a rebellion, if you will; it 
makes no difference. Thinking men in the 
North are ready to admit now that the peo- 
ple of the South acted from what they con- 
sidered a sense of duty, and what for them, 
therefore, was a sense of duty. But the dif- 
ference comes in when we speak of the prin- 
ciple that was established. Gen. Hamr- 
TON says the war established the integrity 
of the Union. It did more than that, 
it established the supremacy of the national 
Government. It undoubtedly, as he says, 
grew out of “‘conflicting interests and differ- 
ent constructions of the Constitution,’’ but 
it destroyed the conflict of interests by re- 
moving tbe cause. Did it settle also the 
construction of the Constitution? ‘‘ The 
sword,” says Gen. Hampton, ‘‘ never has 
decided and never will decide a question in- 
volving a great principle.’” We may infer 
from this that he regards the ‘‘ great princi- 
ple’’ involved in the “‘ different constructions 
of the Constitution’”’ as still unsettled and 
that he holds the same view of it that he 
held twenty years ago. 

Possibly the sword did not decide the 
question; but the sword is but one of the 
agencies of the people, and the people of 


the country have decided it, and decided it 
against the position held by the South in 
1860. If we look closely into the matter we 
shall find that the ‘conflicting interests’ 
were really at the bottom of the “ different 
constructions of the Constitution,’’ and, the 
practical conflict being settled, there is no 
ground for continuing tie theoretical one. 
South Carolina has the same interest to-day 
that Massachusetts has in the supremacy of 
the national Government, and constructions 
of the Constitution affect all States alike. 
Therefore we look for the disappearance of 
that part of the old controversy from living 
politics. It cannot, at least, continue to 
have any sectional bearing, or be a bar to 
that complete reconciliation which all desire. 


THE STREETS IN SUMMER. 


The members of the Police Department, 
from the highest to the lowest, are probably 
as confident as ever that the City cannot 
be kept clean under the management of any 
bureau independent of their branch of the 
public service. It was with profound mis- 
givings, almost amounting to gloomy cer- 
tainty, that the Police Commissioners and 
their satellitessaw the work of street-cleaning 
taken from them. During the long régime 
of the Police Street-cleaning Bureau the 
streets were cleaned but once, This was a 
partial work, however, as it was confined 
only to the thoroughfares traversed by the 
funeral procession of a dead Police Com- 
missioner. The City was filthy with mud 
and snow until that Commissioner died, and 
his survivors proved conclusively that the 
streets could be cleaned, even under the 
most adverse circumstances. At this pres- 
ent time, although there are some imperfec- 
tions in the existing system of street-clean- 
ing, it is admitted that the City was never 
so clean under the former dispensation. 
Any man proposing a return to the old rule 
would find himself in a much-derided mi- 
nority. 

But the various ordinances of the City 
relating to throwing garbage, sweepings, 
and refuse into the streets should be en- 
forced by the police. Since the transfer of 
the Street-cleaning Bureau from the Po- 
lice Department the policemen studiously 
evade all knowledge of any infraction of 
the law. President SHater has made it 
h’s business to invoke the aid of the Health 
Department in the work of preserving the 
health of the City. The Sanitary Superin- 
tendent is ordered to report to the board any 
street or alley in which the accumulation of 
refuse renders the heaith of the locality 
precarious. He must also report all fail 
ures to remove garbage. This action is 
timely. The sickly season is coming on, 
and, unless the needed precautions are taken 
now, the health of the City will be seriously 
endangered. It is tolerably certain that hun- 
dreds of poor children die each year in the 
tenement-house districts by diseases arising 
from the ill-kept localities in which they 
were born. The responsibility for this mor- 
tality is heavy to bear. Unceasing vigilance 
is demanded now if the byways are to be in 
a wholesome condition when the sickly sea- 
son comes. This may be a trying Summer 
yet, for the months of July and August are 
usually those which test the powers of hu- 
man endurance. The people must look to 
the Health Department for vigorous sani- 
tary measures. 


THE ELEVATION OF MUSOLE. 

That part of President McCosa’s annual 
report in which he speaks of athletic sporés 
at Princeton deserves the careful attention, 
not only of the Board of Trustees, but also 
of all who have tried to make physical ex- 
ercise popular among coliege students, and 
who are unwilling to see the sports and 
games which have followed the revival of 
physical culture occupying too much of a 
student’s time and becoming the only sub- 
jects which arouse a student’s enthusiasm. 
The true friend of muscular culture and 
exercise in colleges must see that it is time 
to ‘‘ put on the brakes.’’ 


There has been a great change in student 
life in this country within thirty years. The 
building of gymnasiums and the support of 
out-door exercise and games have caused so 
great an interest in muscle-training that 
young men who in former times would have 
been graduated with hollow chests and low 
vitality now go out into the world in 
the perfection of robust strength. It is true, 
moreover, that in many cases this culture of 
the body has not interfered with the cul- 
ture of the mind. It has been shown that 
the best athletes of a class in our oldest col- 
leges are sometimes the leaders of their 
class in scholarship. Undoubtedly, the new 
popularity of physical exercise in our col- 
leges has been a good thing, but it is possi- 
ble to carry a good thing too far. Physical 
culture should not be allowed to take the 
place of that mental exercise for which a 
boy is sent to college; it should serve to 
keep his body sound, but the heart of the 
collegian should be in his studies rather 
than in his rowing and ball-playing. 


There may be no harm in preparing for 
one physical contest with another college— 
a boat-race or a game of ball, for example— 
but a series of contests in rowing, in base- 
ball, in foot-ball, and in other games, re- 
quiring a great part of each player’s time, 
taking him and many of his fellow-stu- 
dents out of town every week or every fort- 
night, is a culmination of the physical re- 
vival that is full of danger. The enthu- 
siasm which ought to be reserved for other 
work is excited only by these games. Suc- 
cess in the recitation-room or at the exam- 
iner’s table becomes a small thing in the 
opinion of some collegians, when compared 
with fame won at the oar or on the ball 
field. While some may be able to divide 
their time and enthusiasm fairly between 
their studies and their out-door games, many 
others yield entirely to the worship of physi- 
cal supremacy and lose the mental training 
which they need. 

The wise college ‘‘ Faculty’ or Board of 
Trustees, will lay hands on college sports 
and games, not with the intention of putting 
an end to them, but for the purpose of keep- 
ing them within proper limits. Healthful 
exercise the college student ought to have, 
but he can get it without traveling all over 
the country, contending with professional 
ball-players and the students of a dozen 
other colleges. And if he is allowed to 
make these tours and strive on a dozen fields 
for the championship in some popular game, 
he may lose the benefits of physical exer- 
cise and at the same time lose nart of his 


of another sort that ought t engage his 


mind. 
MURDER AND MINISTERS. 


The opinion prevails even among the least 
censorious people that homicide is a worldly 
divérsion, and as such should be shunned 
by ministers of the Gospel. A minister need 
not be an ascetic, and it is right and proper 
for him to indulge in innocent amusements, 
but the line must be drawn between those 
things which are becoming and those which 
are unbecoming a Christian minister, and 
we safely draw that line at homicide. Be- 
sides, ministers are presumed to occupy 
themselves with the souls and not the bodies 
of men. A physician, whose business is with 
men’s bodies, may kill a patient without ex- 
citing much, if any, scandal, but a minister 
cannot kill his fellow-man, much less his 
fellow-minister, without giving occasion for 
unpleasant comments. 

These simple truths appear to have been 
entirely forgotten by a Louisiana minister— 
the Rev. Ben Jenkins—who has shot 
and killed the Rev. Mr. Borpen, who is de- 
scribed as the President of a female col- 
lege, or, in other words, the teacher of a 
girls’ boarding school. The Rev. Ben 
JENKINS was anxious to marry one of 
Mr. Borpen’s pupils, and it is said that 
she recently informed him that her rev- 
erend teacher had. seduced her. Undoubt- 
edly this irritated Mr. Jenkins. There 
are few men outside of the minis- 
terial profession who would not have 
been indignant had they been in Mr. 
JENKINS’S place, but that gentleman’s con- 
duct in waylaying Mr. Borpen, in chas- 
ing him with a revolver through the streets 
of a Louisiana town, and in finally murder- 
ing him, cannot be defended. If ministers 
are to shoot one another, how can they 
preach the gospel of peace with any hope of 
success? A minister who is ‘‘spry with his 
weepons,”’ and is liable in a moment of ex- 
asperation to shoot down another minister, 
must in time lose the confidence of the com- 
munity and find his usefulness seriously 
impaired. 

With his dying breath Mr. Borpen pro- 
tested his innocence of the crime of which 
he was accused. The solemn statement of 
the girl entirely acquits him of tbe charge, 
a much less serious impropriety having been 
the basis of all that she had ever said to the 
hasty Mr. JENKINS upon the subject. But 
had it been otherwise, it was certainly hasty 
on the part of the Rev. Ben JENKINS to 
assume that his informant told the truth; 
but in this respect he is like other men of 
the South and West. In those regions 
any woman can secure the killing of an 
obnoxious man by informing her husband, 
brother, or father, that the man in question 
has seduced her. Indeed, in the Thompson 
case it was established that a woman of tar- 
nished reputation could insure the murder 
of an enemy by informing some hasty hus- 
band that his wife had been seduced by the 
informant’senemy. Itis a curious fact that 
men should be judged guilty of seduction on 
testimony that would be worth very little in 
acourt of justice, but which is quite suffi- 
cient to impel hot-headed men to commit 
homicide with the certainty of subsequent 
acquittal by a jury. 

‘The spectacle of the Rev. Ben JENKINS 
carrying a revolver and shooting down the 
Rev. Mr. BorpeEn is not a pleasant one, and 
it will attract unusual attention because the 
murderer and his victim are both ministers. 
It could be wished that it would awaken 
people to the fact that to kill a man because 
some woman or girl accuses him of crim- 
inal conduct is not quite worthy of a law- 
governed and law-abiding community. 


INSTANTANEOUS HYDROPHOBIA, 


The extraordinary madness of Mrs. 
Moore, Mr. Moors, and Mr. Herrick, of 
Snydertown, Penn., is, if true, an indication 
that a new and startling variety of hydro- 
phobia is about to afilict the human race. 

On Monday night last Mr. Moore, who isa 
young man not hitherto addicted to hydro- 
phobia, discovered, during a violent thunder- 
storm, his deceased father in the ,act of 
climbing into the bedroom window. Of the 
personal charatter and domestic habits of 
the late Mr. Moore the public has no knowl- 
edge, but that he must have been an unde- 
sirable father while living is evident from 
the fact that his return.as a ghost, anxious 
to come in out of the rain, frightened young 
Mr. Moore so terribly that he ran to his 
mother’s room and informed her of the ap- 
parition. 

Mrs. Moore, the widow of the late Mr. 
Moore, on hearing her son’s story, glanced at 
her own window and saw her deceased hus- 
band’s face with his nose flattened against 
the pane. Instantly she went raving mad 
and jumped through the window into the 
street below. Thereupon young Mr. Moore 
went mad and howled until Mr. Herrick, a 
neighboring farmer, came into the room to 
help him. “Mr. Herrick does not appear to 
have seen any kind of ghost, but the 
moment he touched Mr. Moors, he in his 
turn went mad; and the two began to howl 
in concert, to smash the furniture, and to 
try to tear one another in pieces. More 
neighbors arrived, but fortunately none of 
them went mad. They were therefore able 
to tie the two madmen and to pick up Mrs. 
Moore, who was so badly injured by jump- 
ing through the window that she did not 
need to be tied. 

The three lunatics are still as mad as ever, 
and what is very singular, their madness is 
precisely like that of the victims of hydro- 
phobia. They bark, and foam at the mouth, 
and try to bite people. That they are really 
suffering from hydrophobia there seems to 
be little doubt, and it is beyond ques- 
tion that all three were smitten with the dis- 
ease instantaneously and without the assist- 
ance of any dog. Mr. Moore and Mrs. 
Moore went mad by merely glancing at the 
ghost of the departed Mr. Moore senior, 
and Mr. Herrick went mad the instant he 
touched Mr. Moore. 

It has hitherto been assumed that hydro- 
phobia could be communicated only by a 
bite. The period of incubation has rarely 
been less than ten days, and in some cases 
has been many years. We have now a new 
kind of hydrophobia, which is contracted 
either by looking at a ghost or by touching 
a person already afflicted with the disease, 
and the period of incubation is so small as 
to be inappreciable. To borrow the lan- 
guage of photography, hydrophobia may 
now be communicated hy a sort of instanta- 
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education and all interest in those exercises 


neous dry-plate process. Simply glance at 
the glrost of a fazher or a husband and you 
grovel hand and foot in the grasp—not pre- 
cisely of Belial, but of a still more uncom- 
fortable demon. This is a discovery sec- 
ond to none which has been made in med- 
ical science during the present century. 

There always was something very myste- 
rious about hydrophobia. The theory that 
it originated in the bite of a rabid animal 
was not satisfactory, for men have been 
bitten by mad dogs without contracting 
hydrophobia, while others bitten by healthy 
dogs, or even by Missouri girls, have 
gone mad. If the disease is really due 
to the sudden sight of an objectionable ghost, 
the apparently contradictory features of the 
mad dog theory need no longer puzzle us, 
and the character of the canine race is fully 
cleared. Why hydrophobia is contagious 
in some cases, as; it was in the case 
of Mr. Herrick, and not contagious in 
others—as the story just told compels us 
to believe—is certainly very strange, and 
we must wait for further discoveries before 
we can fully understand the disease. 

Enough, however, is now known to make 
it evident that our City authorities are mis- 
taken in arresting dogs as a measure for the 
prevention of hydrophobia. What is needed 
is a ghost law requiring the arrest of all 
ghosts found at large and the subsequent 
drowning of such as are not claimed and 
identified by friends. Perhaps this would 
do something toward stamping out hydro- 


phobia. At all events it ought to be tried.

The Aldermen yesterday pursued their great 
work of creating privileged elasses and of con- 
structing what Jonn CocnraNne and Durry call the 
aristocracy of labor. Last month, upon motion 
of Durry, the Aldermen unanimously ** requested” 
the Park Commissioners not to pay their un- 
skilled laborers less than two dollars a 
day. Yesterday the estimable Reiniy, Presi- 
dent of the board, got the start of 
the majestic Durry with a resolution that all me- 
chanics and skilled and unskilled laborers shail, 
until the 15th of September, strixe work on Satur- 
day at noon and be paid asif they worked until 
Saturday night. ‘There was a preamble, not so 
classical as Joun CocHrRaANE would have made it, 
nor yet so feryid asif Durry had let himself and 
his bar-Keepers loose upon its composition, but still 
eloquent and emphatic, setting forth that it must 
be obvious that the ‘necessity of needed relaxa- 
tion” during tne Summer months “exists to a 
greater degree among the employes of the City 
whose labor out of doors exposes them to the tor- 
rid heat of our climate than among those who oc- 
cupy public offices in the several departments 
and are not so exposed.” Hurroo! Of course, 
the resolution passed unanimously. Of course, it 
will have no effect upon any conscientious head of 
a department who has not more than enough 
money to do the work of his department without 
making a present from the City Treasury of half a 
day’s wages a week to the men employed in his 
work. Presumably the Aldermen know that. But 
the resolution attained its object by showing the 
laborers in the departments that their sponsors in 
the board were willing to give them other people’s 
money. There is obviously no more reason why 
the City should give half-holidays to its working 
men than why private employers should give half- 
holidays to their working men, as many of 
them choose to do. Are the Aldermen 
among this number ? Do they give 
their bar-keepers Satgrday afternoons off? 
Does Durry, for example, (liquors, No. 307 Third- 
avenue,) pay his bar-keepers, as he desires that the 
City should pay its laborers, more than the cur- 
rent wages and give them half a day in a week off 
besides? It is generally believed that Aldermen 
work their bar-keepers every day in the week, 
Sundays included, and that for that arethey AlI- 
dermen. 

The Christian Intelligencer is irritable. It 
reprints the Associated Press dispateh from Al- 
bany stating that the General Synod of the Re- 
formed Dutch Church had passed “‘resolutions de- 
nunciatory of Masonry and other oath-bound or- 
ders,’’ which it says is incorrect, and then gives the 
text of the resolution, which suggests to the mem- 
bers of the church that they refrain from connection 
with Masonic and other such societies because 
membership in them “‘ gives offense to many Chris- 
tian consciences and has become a fruitful source 
of injurious agitation in the church.” There- 
upon the Jntelligencer inquires whether it was 
“intended by some one to punish the Synod for 
adopting a resolution disapproving of the publica- 
tion ef newspapers on the Sabbath.’”’ Of course 
not. The press does not see any harm in the adop- 
tion of such a resolution, and surely no one con- 
nected with it would wish to “ punish” the Synod 
for expressing its opinions upon this or any other 
subject. But the Christian Intelligencer is out of 
humor with tbe secular press. Tue Truss recently 
had occasion to show that it was ignorant of what 
JouHNn Cavin taught as to baptismal regeneration 
and the doctrine of the Real Presence, and, being 
angry at its defeat in the theological argument, it 
replies by some very silly and baseless assertions 
about THe Times. A religious paper should not be 
both ignorant and untruthful. 
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A cross-suit in divorce is well understood by 
readers of thereports of conjugal litigation. It is 
simply a way of saying, “‘1’m not, and you're an- 
other,.”’ This is clearlyresponsive to the original 
charge. But this feature of the laws of a Protest- 
ant country seems to have been misunderstood by 
Father McCartuy, of Williamsburg; for, upon 
being accused by a domestic lately in his employ 
of a criminal assault, he charges the complainant 
with having stolen from him aelock, an accordion, 
and $135in money. Whatever may be the founda- 
tion for his charge, it is evident that it cannot be 
regarded as responsive to hers, to which he ap- 
parently regards it as an apt repartee. It is notin 
the nature of a defense, und the law does not con- 
template a counter-claim in proceedings ef this 
character.

OBIIT UARY. 


BISHOP COLENSO. 

The death of the Right Rev. John William 
Colenso, Bishop of Natal, was announced yester: 
terday in a dispatch from Port Natal. Thera 
are certain men who seem to be in thei 
natural place when taking the weaker side against 
overwhelming odds, and the famous colonial 
Biskop, whose long and eventful life has just 
ended, was emphaticaily one of these. Born in 
that “ wild land of Cornwall” which gave birth ta 
Admiral Exmouth and Sir Humphry Davy, ne had 
all the keen analytical insight of the one and mora 
than all the dauntless courage of the other. At 22 
he stood second on the list of Cambridge’s most 
brilliant students. Prizeman, Fellow, assistant 
tutor, champion mathematician of his college, ha 
weat from one triumph to another. Many famoui 
men who were his pupils at the Harrow School be 
tween 1838 and 1842 still speak lovingly of their old 
master, and when he was transferred in his fortieth 
year from the quiet Norfolk Rectory of Forncett 
St. Mary te the Bishopric of Natal, even he himsel{ 
could scareely have foreseen how soon the good 
wishes that followed him across the South Atlantis 
would be changed to curses as bitter as were evel 
used to show the zeal of a Christian community fo: 
the religion of peace and love. 

In 1861 the first warning symptom appeared it 
the effect produced by ‘* Translation of the Episti« 


to the Romans, Commented on from a Missionary 
Point of View.” A year later came the famous 
“ Critieal Examination of the Pentateuch and th¢ 
Book of Joshua.’ Clerical England was in armi 
at once. How Colenso was condemned and de 
posed from his Bishopric—how he re.used to yield 
and at length triumphed over ail opposition—ij 
stillfreshin public memory. Not the least bitte: 
part of the trial to his warm English heart was th¢ 
consciousness that he would be grievously mis 
judged by many whem he respected and loved. 
‘I know,” said he, writing to one of these in 1862, 
‘“*that many true Christian souls will be grieved 
and offended by what I have said: but in compari- 
son with the truth of God, all that we have hither. 
to held dear, and even all that we have hithertq 
held sacred, must be counted as nothing.” The 
words were worthy of the man and might fitly 
serve as his epitaph. 

But fresh trials were still in store for this knight 
errgnt of tne church. The oppression practiced 
upon the native tribes among whom he lived 
stirred that instinctive hatred of wrong and injus 
tice which has always been his leading character 
istic. His little woodland villa at Bishopstowe« 
(six miles from Pietermaritzburg, the capital oi 
Natal,) became the rallying-point of all ill-used 
Zulus and Basutos, and wax justly named * Eku- 
kanyené,” (the place whence light comes.) ‘To 
the theological hatred of English clergymen at 
home was ere long added the political hatred of 
English settlers abroad. The Bishon’s name was 
soon a mark for every form of local slander and 
abuse. But the dauntiess man never flinched. At 
his own expense he investigated several flagrant 
cases of wrong. He defended Matshana. He pro- 
tested against the imprisonment of Langalibalele. 
He never rested till England had reinstated Cety- 
wayo, and his long friendship with Sir Bartle 
Frere did not prevent him from condemning the 
latter’s aggreSsive policy as severely as words 
could do. 

When the present writer visited Bishop Colensa 
in Natal, five month3 ago, the Bishop was still 
laboring in the cause of the Zulus, and engaged, 
among other things, in a Zulu translation of the 
** Pilgrim’s Progress,”’ which was being printed in 
his own press by Kafir compositors. Of his two 
sons, one was settled in England, and the other af 

*Durban, on the Natal sea-board. But the little 
household was brightened by the presence of hig 
wife and his three accomplished daughters, one of 
whom has produced an admirable history of the 
Zulu war of 1879. It was pleasant to see in the pho- 
tographic albumn on the drawing-room table the 


————_ of so many native chiefs whom the * 


ishop’s strong hand had shielded, and whom 
his children had comforted in their trouble. 
But there was nothing in the great 
Cornishman’s outward aspect to warn any one that 
death was so near. His towering form was still 
unbent, bis large bright eye looked forth as keenly 
as ever from beneath the snow-white hair. There 
was notremorin the voice that preached every 
Sunday to listening hundreds in Pietermaritzburg 
Cathedral, or in the hand that penned such fearless 
denunciations of wrong-doijg in high places. 
Like the Roman sentinel at Pompeii, he was true 
to his charge even in death; and it may be said of 
him as truly as of his great Seottish prototype, 
** Here lies one who never feared the face of man.” 


COL. CHARLES EWING. 

Col. Charles Ewing died at his home in 
Washington about 2 o'clock yesterday morning, 
after a short illness. He was attacked with pneu- 
monia a week ago,after sleeping in a strong draught 
of wind on Thursday night, and his physicians de- 
spaired of his life from the beginning of his illness. 


Mr. Ewing was about 45 years old. He was born 
in Ohio,and wasa son of old Tom Ewing and a 
brother of Gen. Thomas Ewing, formerly a Répre- 
sentative of the Buckeye State in Congress. After 
leaving school Col, Ewing studied law and wag 
admitted to the Barof Washington. When the 
war of the rebellion began he was enjoying 4 
good practice, but he saerificed it and entered th¢ 
army, serving as Captain inthe Thirteenth reguial 
Infantry, which was commanded by Gen. Sherman 
atthe battle of Bull Run. He afterward served on 
the staff of Gen. Devens, and was subsequently as: 
signed to duty on the staff of Gen. Sherman, taking 
part in the Atlanta campaign and the march to the 
sea, which practically crushed the rebellion. Hé 
was brevetted Major in 1863 for services at the 
siege of Vicksburg. and subsequently was brevetted 
Lieutenant-Colonel for the part which he took in 
the Atlanta campaign. To this title was afterward 
added the rank of Brevet Colonel for meritorioui 
conduet dariog the war. In 1867 he resigned from 
the army and began the practice of lawin Wash 
ington. In this profession he was very successful 
and made hosts of friends as a lawyer to add t 
those which he had already made as a soldier. Col 
Ewing was married to a sister of Gen. Sherman. 
—_——_-—- 
Ww. C. PATTERSON. 

Col. W. C. Patterson, the organizer an? 
first President of the Union Trust Company oi 
Philadelphia, died at his residence in West Phila. 
delphia yesterday morning at the age of about 71 
years. During his final illness Col. Patterson re 
signed the Presidency of the Trust Company. He 
was the brother of the late Gen. Robert Patterson, 
was born near Knoxville. Tenn., about the year 
1812, and wasthe son of Francis Patterson, whe 
ewigrated from Ireland to escape punishment fo! 
eowplicity in the revolution of 1798. In 1854 Col 
Patterson built nine massive warehouses, generally 
known as the Patterson Warehouses, which on 
Avg. 4, 1869, were burned, with 40,000 barrels of 
whisky,causing a total loss of nearly $3,000,000. This 
was the most cestruciive fire that had visited Phil 
adelphia for nearly 20 years. After this Mr. Pat 
terson went extensively into asorghum sugar en 
terprise in New-Jersey, which proved a failure 
He then weat West and soon amassed another for 
tune, with which he returned to Philadelphia 
where he has since lived. He was a member oj 
the original Board of Directors of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, and became President on the 
retirement of 8S. V. Merrick in the second year of} 
ita organization. About ayear ago he organize¢ 
the Union Trust Company, with a paid-up capita 
of $1,000,000.

Ing of the Board of ‘Trustees was held at 
8:30 this morning. Nearly all the mem- 
bers were present. including Gov. Cleveland,

annual reports of the President and Execu- 
tive Committee were read and adopted.

Thus is perpetuated the name of one who, by 
unremitting efforts and by gifts of a fortune 
stimulated allother efforts and invited every other 
gift. To this we add the names of McGraw and Fiske, 
end remember them to day asthe men and the woman 
whose faith in popwar education, and whose love for 
their kind ledthem to do noble things, not dream 
them all day long.” To you the mention of these 
names gives rise to sentiments of love and gratitude, 
because they here lived and here did their blessed 


work. But you shall not atone cherish their 
memories, nor alone claim their benefactions. 
Every citizen of the State snall share a pride 
that such were his fellow-citizens and that 
their good deeds grew to fullness and perfec 
tion within toe Empire State. Let, then, 
this, memorial building be well and with 


fair proportion built. May the elements deal kindly 
with it, and may children of many generations view 
In its graceful parts a monument of intelligence and 
public spirit of this day, and the devotion of men and 
wo-nen of this time to the cause of education.” 

Gov. Cleveland then laid the corner-stone 
of the McGraw-Fiske Hospital at the armory. 
An eloquent address was delivered by Stewart 
L. Woodford. The portrait of Senator Merrill 
was then unveiled by the Hon. H. W. Sage,anda 
the Senator replied, paying an eloquent tribute 
to the bigh rank and deserved reputation of the 
university.

The Soir contends that the Hovas are 
so detested by the other tribes of Madagascar 
that if they do not forthwith yield to the 
French they will run a great risk of being 
massacred. The ultimatum offered by Ad- 
miral Pierre to the Hova Government, which 
refused it, included the acceptance of a French 
protectorate over the north-west coast, ac- 
cording to the treaties of 1841, the payment of 
an indemnity of 1,500,000f., and the acknow!- 
edgment of the right of French citizens to 
own land in Madagascar. 

A telegram has been received here from 
Zanzibar which states that the French do not 
intend to go to Antanandrivo, the capital of 
Madagascar, but will occupy the Custom- 
houses and all the roads leading to tha capital 
and await the submission of the Hovas, which 
they expect will occur soon. ’ 

The Malagassy Embassy, which is now in 
Paris, will return to London and will renew 
their efforts to obtain the help of English opin- 
ion in effecting an amicable settlement of the 
difficulties between France and Madagascar. 

The Gaulois publishes a report of an inter- 
view with the Marouis Tseng, the Chinese Am- 
bassador, in which the latter, according to the 
report, stated that a hitch had occurred in the 
negotiations between France and China, but 
he hoped for a pacific solution of the difficulty.

UNVEILING THE CAMDEN MONUMENT—-AN 
ADDRESS BY SENATOR HAMPTON. 

Campen, 8. C., June 20.—Tbhe monument 
erected by the women of Kershaw County in 
memory of the Confederate dead was dedicated 
to-day. There was a grand military demonstra- 
tion in which 20 companies eomprising more than 
1,000 men participated, Col. E. B. Clantry, of Cam- 
den, acted as Chief Marsha), and Brig -Gen. 
Richardson, of Sumter, commanded the troops. 
Lxcursion trains were run on all the railroads, and 
the crowd attending the ceremony is estimated at 
8,000. Senators Hampton and Butler, Gov. Thomp- 
son, and other distinguished men were present. 
The ceremonies of unveiling consisted of an artil- 
lery salute, a dedicatory prayer, an ode, and ad- 
dresses. The veil was stripped from the monu- 


ment by a group of young ladies, amid the shouts 
of the multitude, the firing of cannon, and martia! 
music. 

The chief interest of the occasion was centred 
in the orator of the day, Senator Hampton, and 
his utterances. Senator Hampton was introduced 
by Col. E. M. Boykin. After paying an eloquent 
tribute to the fidelity and heroism which has ever 
distinguished the womenof the South and their 
loving care for the memory of the Confederate 
dead, Senator Hampton said: 

“To their labor of love we owe yonder monnu- 
ment which stands along with that of the brave 
De Kalband telis, like his, of dauntiess courage. 
unshaken fidelity, devotion to duty, and heroic 
death. His, while perpetuating the fame of a brave 
soldier, commemorates a suvcessful rebellion; this, 
to our falien soldiers can only show our love, our 
reverence, and our pity. But so long as it lifts its 
spotless shaft toward heaven our children and our 
children’s children will be toid the story of the 
men to whom it is dedicated, and our women, 


if not our men, will always repel with 
scorn and indignation the imputation that 
it marks the place where traitors sleep. 


i feel pity, mingled with contempt, for those who 
pander to the passions which caused the war and 
who strive to keep alive that sectional animosity 
which every patriot must deplore by denouncing 
the men of the South as rebels, and I commend to 
their consideration the eloquent words of Fox, 
England’s greatest orator and patriot, when he 
said: ‘The term rebel {s no certain mark of dis- 
grace, for all the great apusties of liberty, the 
saviors of their country, the benefactors of man- 
kind in allages, have been called rebels, and we 
even owe the Constitution which enables us to sit 
in this House to a rebellion.’ We of the South 
were neither traitors nor rebels, nor was our war 
in any proper sense a rebellion—it was strictly 
a civil war, growing out of conflicting in- 
terests and different constructions of the Con- 
stitution by the opposing sections of the country. 
Words are something more than mere symbols; 
they are often potent to give a wrong aspect to 
things. We should therefore not accept the fiip- 
pant phraseology in which political demagogues 
brand the Southern men who fought and died for 
a cause which they honestly believed to be 
right and just. Far be it from me to say 
one word that would tend to rekindle 
the fires of sectional animosity. {[ would 
rather strive to smother those fires in the ashes 
The cause for which we fought, 
whether right or wrong, has failed, and. it is the 
duty of every patriot in this broad land of ours to 
endeavor to obliterate the passions engendered by 
the late unhappy war, and to make this country— 
now consecrated to freedom for alltime to come 
—the happy abode of prosperous and contented 
freemen. 

“The result of the war established the integrity 
of the Union, and this resuit we all knew would 
toliow as the legitimate consequence of the de- 
feat of our arms. When we laid down those arms 
we accepted this inevitable and logical condi- 
tion, and we are bound by every dictate of honor 
and of good faith not only to yield a ready obe- 
dienee to the con-tituted authorities of the Union, 
but to give our best services to our common 
country. But while doing this as patriotic citizens 
it is not incumbent on us to place with our own 
hands the brand of treason on the browsof those 
who tought as bravely, as honestly, as conscien- 
tiously for the right as they saw it, as did our fore- 
fathers of the Revolution, or asevyer men did on 
this earth, Were we to do so we_ should 
deserve and receive the contempt of every 
brave and honorable man who met us in 
battle, and we would incur the scorn of the whole 
world—nor can that *more perfect union’ contem- 
plated by our fathers be even possibie if the citi- 
zens of one portion of the Republic are to be kept 
in that Union merely on sufferance; tolerated but 
suspected; contributing their full share to the sup- 
port of the Government, but not participating in 
its direction; bearing its burdens, but not shar- 


ing its honors, and feeling that in the 
home of their fathers they are only unwel- 
come intruders. No Government whicn de- 
rives all its just power and _= authority 


solely from ‘the consent of the governed.’ cuuld 
exist under such an anomalouscondition. To make 
the union perfect it must be composed of equal 
and homogeneous States; to render it porpetual it 
must ve respected and loved; to give it strength it 
must be just, recognizing in the administration of 
its authority no favored section, knowing no 
North, no South, no East, no West, but one grand 
eonfederation of free and equal States upheld by 
the love of its citizens and ruling and protecting 
them by its beneficent sway. That would be tne 
perfect union for which our fathers fought and 
prayed, and such isthe one that would bring en- 
during peace, universal prosperity, and profound 
contentment to our who'e country. 

** Can this consummation so earnestly desired by 
every lover of his country be obtained? It seems 
to me that the signs for the accomplishment of this 
object are auspicious. Time, with its soothing in- 
fluence, has mitigated those fierce passions which 
dominated men of both sections of the country 
and of all parties during the war and imme- 
diately after it; a closer contact between the 


people of the North and those of the South 
of late has taught both parties to under- 
stand, to respect, and to appreciate the 


actions and motives of each other more fully 
than hitherto; both sections are beginning to com- 

rehend that neither can be permanently or solid- 
g¥ prosperous without the aid of the other; slavery, 
the fruitful cause of bitterness anJ strife, has been 
abolished forever; commercial and social connec- 
tions are daily drawing nearer together the late 
opposing sections; the wounds made by the savage 
hand of war are known now only by the scars wi h 
which time has mercifully covered them; and true 
and brave men of all sections and all parties are 
turning from the darkness of the past while look- 
ing hopefully to the brightness of the future, It is 
asicnificant and noteworthy fact that the men 
who now are foremost in the effort to secure hon- 
orable and lasting reconciliation are those who 


met each other on the battle-field, end I 
doubt not that if the men of those great 
armies which for four’ years’ grappled 


in a death struggle had been charged with the 
duty of settling the terms on which the South 
should be restored to the Union after the war, we 
should long since have enjoyed a peace honorable 
alike to conquerors and conquered, and we should 
have been spared the wrongs, the suffering. the 
shame, and the humiliation of reconstruction. 
Brave men who have met In battle ‘foemen worthy 
of their steel’ are apt to be generous to a disarmed 
foe,and the men who are doivg most to bring 
about reconciliation are those who stood most 
bravely and loyally by their respective colors dur- 
ing the war. 

“It requires only mutual forbearance, conces- 
sion, and generosity on the part of the late con- 
tending’sections to bring about this result; and sure- 
ly every statesman, every lover of his country de- 
sires to see this end reached. And it can be attained 
without the loss of relf-respect by any honorable 
man, North or South, without any unmanly degrada- 
tion, without the sacrifice of one honest convic- 
tion or of one cherished principle. The great ques- 
tions which were at issue between the North and 
the South, and which were left to the arbitrament 
of war, were decided against us, but.the sword 
never has decided and never will decide a question 
involving a great principle. The final judgment 
as to the motives and the actions of man 
rests with a higher tribunal than any on 
this earth, and to that last great court of appeal 
must every question of right and wrong be sub- 
mitted. But we have a Divine command to yield 
obedience to constituted authority, and itis the 
duty of every good citizen who receives the pro- 
tection of the Government to obey its laws. For 
our convictions we are responsible alone to our 
own consciences and to our God. Hence, there is 
no inconsistency in our giving to the Constitution 
and the laws under which we live an earnest, con- 
scientious support, while we hold in tender rever- 
ence the memory of the men who died forthe 
cause we held to be just and richt.”

ATTITUDE OF THE DELAWARE, 

LACKAWANNA AND WESTERN. 

TRUNK LINE OFFICERS DISCUSSING THE 
MATTER—ASSURANCE THAT THE KOAD 
WILL STOP CUTTING RATES. 

A meeting of the Presidents and other 
officers of the trunk line railroads was held at the 
office of Commissioner Fink yesterday, to con- 
sider matters affecting the pool. There were 
present J. H. Rutter, President, and H. J, 
Hayden, Third Vice-President, of the New-York 
Central; George B. Roberts, President, and 
Frank Thomson, Third Vice-President, of the 
Pennsylvania; H. J. Jewett, President; George R. 
Bianchard, First Vice-President: R. C. Vilas, Gen- 
eral Traffic Manager, and Johan N. Abbott, General 


Passeng:r Agent, of the Erie; Robert Garrett, 
First Vice-President; C. K. Lerd, General Passen- 
ger Agent, and Frank Harriott. General Freight 
Agent of the Baltimore and Obio, and Joseph 
Hickson, General Manager, and L. J. Seargeant, 
Traffic Manager, of the Grand Trunk, ‘The 
main subject under consideration was the attitude 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 
road, which has been taking freight at less than 
the poo! rates, selling second class tickets to Buf- 
falo, while the other roads running to that point 
issue only firstciass tickets at a higher rate, 
and issuing emigrant tickets to others than those 
whose names appear on the manifests of ships. 
The cutting of freight rates was the principal 
charge, as itinvolvea by far the largest amount. 
Commissioner Fink reported that Samuel Sloan, 
President of the Lackawanna, did not desire to 
provoke a war of rates Uis. he explained, 
was a new road, and reductions were 
allowed to shippers to attract business for it. 
Mr. Sloan promised to grade his rates up to the 
pool rates as rapidly as possible, and toconform to 
the poo! regulations. He first desired to establish 
his road and make it. Com- 
missioner Fink was instructed to con- 
tinue the negotiations with Mr. Sloan, with 
a view to ending by an amicable arrangement the 
competition which the Lackawanna was provoking 
both in the freight and passenger business. The 
effect in the passenger traffic had not been felt as 
much as in the freight. 

The workings of the pool came up for considera- 
tion, and satisfaction was expressed at the man- 
ner in which it had operated. Not changes were 
made in the plan. The question whether rates 
should be lowered was discussed, and it was deter- 
mined to make noreduction. The work of the freight 
and passenger departments of the joint Executive 
Committee was reviewed. Commissioner Fink 
said after the meeting that it would make no dif- 
ference if the Lackawanna did not come into the 
pool All that was asked of it was to maintain 
rates. Mr. Sloan did not show any inclination to 
provoke a ficht. If he did not put up his rates 
the pool lines would, of course, be compelled to 
resort to measures for their own protection. An 
officer of one of the trunk lines said if the Lacka- 
wanna did not stop cutting, the rates on the 
other roads would be reduced by a_ gen- 
eral order to meet this cut, and possibly a 
demand made on connecting roads not to take 
the Lackawanna’s business. The trunk line: were 
willing to see Mr. Sioan get all the traflic he could, 
but they did not propose to allow him to demoralize 
business generally. It would be a comparatively 
easy matter to take the Lackawanna’s business 
away from it, or make it unprofitable, but that 
would partake too much of the nature of war, 
which the roads did not want to go into. The 
Lackawanna’s conservative management, it was 
hoped, would right the existing difficulties,

THE MILK FREIGHT QUESTION, 
CLOSE OF THE TESTIMONY BEFORE THE 
STATE COMMISSION. 

The Railroad Commission closed its investi- 
gation yesterday of the complaint that the Harlem 
Railroad charges excessive rates for the transpor- 
tation of milk. General Superintendent Charles 
M. Bissell was cross-examined at length by Mr. 
Myer, counsel for the complainants, as to the de- 


tails of milk transportation, cost, &c, Mr. Myer 
asked if it was not a fact that the milk train came 
down to the City some hours before it was abso- 
lutely necessary and thereby caused some incon- 
venience to the dealers and others. Mr. Bissell 
replied that he did not know it and that be 
did pot believe anybody else did. Mr. Chaun- 
cey M. Depew asked Mr. Myer at what 
hourhe would have the milk train arrive. “ One 
atnight and one in the morning,as is donein 
London,” be replied. ** At reduced rates of traps- 
portation, too, I suppose?’ queried Mr. Depew. 
“ Yes, Sir.” was the answer. ‘* Then you evi- 
dently would rather be a shipper than an owner of 
a railroad,” said Mr. Depew, sarcastically. Mr. 
Myer inquired what the life of a freight car was, 
the cost of its repairs,and as to other details of 
wear and tear. Mr. Depew characterized this 
wearisome species of examination asa foraging 
expedition in search of facts with which to sup- 
port the 91 speculative suits brought against the 
Central Railroad by Mr. Kilmer, who was 
sitting at Mr. Myer’s elbow. Mr. Berliason, 
Superintendent of the milk depot, testifiec that 
the average daily receipts of eaus of milk over the 
railroad was between 1,700 and 1,800, and any state- 
ment was erroneous fixing the number at 2,700. 
The milk supply exceeded the demand, Mr. Berlin- 
son said, and the excess was sold in New-York, to 
be converted into pot cheese and buttermilk. W. 
R. Strong, a farmer, of Golden Bridge, declared 
that the rates of transportation were extortionate, 
and something must ve done to relieve the farm- 
ers. He knew of u case in which the gross-receipts 
for milk during the year were $5,053, of which 
$1,806 30, or 86 per cent., had to be paid to ‘Har- 
lem for’ transportation service. No business, he 
maintained, could stand such a charge. 

The subject of closing arguments being broached, 
Mr. Depew briefly outlined the case as it had been 
made out by the railroad. The present rate of 45 
cents per can, he said, nvither limited the produc- 
tion nor injured the farmer, the consumer, or the 
dealer. If it were not for the milk traffic the Har- 
lem Road would not pay above Brewsters. ‘The 
road afforded full compensation to the public in 
other directions by its reduced transportation 
charges. There was no possibility of developing 
any further the business of the country through 
which the road passed, and the road differed in 
that respect from most of the other roads of the 
country, Which gradually increased their business 
along the line year by year. Although this milk 
question was assumed to be a very important one, 
those who had petitioned for relief only rep- 
resented 140 cans out of a = daily aver- 
age of about 2,000. A noticeable fact about 
it was that while the dry goods men and the grain- 
dealers, who represented millions of money and 
whose time was very valuable, were all able to 
appear in person and present their grievance, the 
complainants in this case had taken no such in- 
terest. On the contrary. they left it to a man who 
had no interest in the mi!k business whatever, but 
who did expect to obtain 75 per cent. of the $490,000 
in suits which he had brought against the Central. 
Mr. Depew claimed that the Central bad been sin- 
gied out for attack, while the Erie and other roads 
are not disturbed. At the suggestion of the com- 
mission the counsel will exchange briefs and sub- 
mit their final arguments in wring. The commis- 
sion will personally inspect the milk trainsand senda 
its experts to examine the books of the railroad 
company.

ABSORBING THE JERSEY CENTRAL. 
THE SWEEPING CHANGES MADE BY THE NEW 
MANAGEMENT. 

ELizABeTH, N. J., June 20.—Railroad men 
are startiea by the suddenness with whichthe Cen- 
tral Railroad of New-Jersey is being wiped out of 
existence as a distinct corporation. It was expect- 


ed that the Philadelphia and Reading would -in 
‘(ime displace the greater part of the old 
officers and merge the management of the 
road with that of its own lines, but it was 
not generally supposed that these changes 
would be made so quickly or so thoroughly, 
Passenger Agent Baldwin, for many years one of 
the leading men in the Central management, is 
already displaced, and his duties have been turned 
over to Passenger Agent Hancock, of the Read- 
ing. Notice is giventhat after July 1 the office of 
the Passenger Agent will be removed from New- 
York and consolidated with the Reading office in 
Philadelphia. General Superintendent Stearns 
has been reteined nominally as Superintendent 
of tke Central New-Jersey Division, but in 
reality he is nothing more than a train-master, 
all his other powers having been transferred to 
Reading officers. Record Agent Manning has re- 
signed, and on July 1 his office will be removed 
from Elizabeth and merged into the Reading office 
at Philadelphia. Purchasing Agent Bennett was 
one of the first officers removed, and it is under- 
stood that Paymaster Hess has shared the same fate. 
Along with these changes in the personnel of the road 
have come important changes in the principles 
controlling the management. The control has al- 
ways been very couservative in the matter of Sun- 
day trains, very few beiug run, but it is now an- 
nounced that in the new arrangement of trains 
which will go in effect on June 24, there will be a 
dozen Sunday trains each way on the main line, 
instead of only two or three; a dozen 
more each way on the Newark and New- 
York, and three each way on the New- 
York and Long branch. Other important 
changes are expected. Though not officially an- 
nounced, it is expected that Mauch Chunk instead 
of Phillipsburg will be the end of the Main Line 
Division, both for coal and passenger trains, and 
that the changing of engines on all Philadelphia 
trains at Bound Brook will be done away with.

LISTING RAILROAD. BONDS. 
Application has been made by the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Railroad to the New-York Stock 
Exchange to have $6,000,000 of first series and 
$5,000,000 second series of the new issue of bonds 
and $34,300,000 of deferred income bonds liated. 


The total amount of new bonds to be issued is as 
follows: First series, 5 percent. consolidated mort- 
gage gold bonds, dated Aug. 26, 1882, payable 1922, 
$80,000,000; second series 5 per cent. consolidated 
mortgage gold bonds, dated Feb. 1, 1883, payable 
1933, $80,000,000: deferred ineome bonds, $34,200,- 
000. The Norfolk and Western hasapplied to have 
$2,000,000 of its New River Division first mortgage 
bonds put on the regular list. These bonds bear 
interest at 6 per cent,, payable in April and Octo- 
ber. They will mature April 1, 1982. They are is- 
eved under the reserved right to issue in addition 
thereto $25,000 per mile for each mile in excess of 
the 80 miles first constructed or acquired.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

A dividend of 334 per cent. on the preferred 
stock of the St. Paul and Duluth Railroad has been 
declared, payable at the Fourth Nagional Bank of 
New-York July 2. The books of the company 
were closed in St. Paul and opened in this City 
yesterday. 

It is reported that the Denver and Rio Grande 
Railroad will be extended from Denver to Kansas 
City by as direct a route as may be found feasible. 
Persons interested say that this will be done in 


connection with the Chicago and Alton Road. 
Surveyors are reported to have been at work re- 
cently just north of Kansas City laying out a route, 
and it is stated that the road, if laid, will have 
three rails in order to accommodate the broad and 
narrow gauge cars of the Chicago and Alton and 
the Denver and Rio Grande, respectively. 

The Executive Committee of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad passed a resolution yesterday calling 
upon the’ Treasurer and General Auditor of the 
company to furnish a statement of the amount of 
net earnings cue the preferred stockhoiders for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1883. This action is 
preliminary to the declaration of a dividend to the 
holders of preferred stock. It was stated by 
friends of the Northern Pacific yesterday that a 
dividend of 4 or 44% per cent. would be declared 
very soon. No action was taken in the matter of 
land sales, but it was stated that land in Dakota 
belonging to the company was being taken up by 
settlers at $5 peracre. There are now about 118 
miles of unfinished road, and officers of the com- 
pany sav that there is nothing to prevent the open- 
ing of the road by the latter part of August. 

The stock and registered bondholders of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad 
have been called to meet in Knoxville, Tenn., on 
Saturday, June 23. Until within a few days per- 
sons interested in that company and persens in- 
terested in the Memphis and Charleston Railroad 
have believed that an amicable and advantageous 
agreement would tbe entered into by the con 
trolling interests of the two ccmpanies. It 
was desired that the Memphis and _ Charles- 
ton should be made a part of the East Tennessee 
system in order that the latter system might 
be in better position to become a valuable part 
of Jay Gould’s South-western railway system. 
Friends of the Memphis and Charleston declare 
that they madethe East Tennessee people a fair 
offer to combine with them, the capital stock and 
assets of each road to be putin on equalterms. It 
is now reported that the George I. Seney interest 
in the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia is not 
satisfied with the terms proposed, and there is 
likely to be a rupture. Some of the East Tennes- 
see stockholders think that a consolidation with 
the Memphis and Charleston on equal terms would 
be advantageous to their interests.

This report was gathered by Mr. Baynes from his 
special agents in each county inthe Territory and 
is considered to be very nearly accurate. On June 


1 no reports had come in as to corn, as the season 
was late. Since that time, however, and during 
the past wees, very favorable reports have been re- 
ceived as to corn, and all small grain is in excellent 
condition. Aurora, Hughes, Minor, Beadle, San- 
born, and a portion of Hanson Counties report 
corn doing very well, The first planting, how- 
ever, died several days before sprouting, and the 
gophers did much damage and several pieces had 
to be replanted. The acreage is, however, going 
to be much greaterthan last year, and the warm 
weather, together with frequent showers, is mak- 
ing all kinds of vegetation grow rapidly. 

A Winnipeg special to the Pioneer Presa says: 
“The Department of Agriculture and Statistics to- 
day issued the first crop bulletin, containing tabu- 
lated reports from 247 correapondents scattered 
throughout the Prcevince. Owing to the un- 
usual amount of rain in the Fall and, in many 
distriets, a  searcity of threshing-machines, 
it was late before a considerable portion of last 
season's grain was placed on the market. Want 
of railway communieation in the North-western 
and South-western districts prevented a consider- 
able portion of the erop from being marketed at 
all, and in the latter portion of the Province 
especially a larger percentage of last year’s crop is 
stillin the farmers’ hands. Correspondents’ returns 
show an average throughout the Province of 11.2 
per cent. of the wheat crop stillin possession of the 
growers, and 18.08 per cent. ef the 1882 oat crop. 
Fali wheat has been sown solely for experimental 
purposes, only 104 acres having been seeded in 
247 townships heard from. Of this, 5 acres are 
reported winter-killed and plowed up; the rest is 
looking well. Owing to the late harvest and sub- 
sequent wet season last year the area of Fall plow- 
ing did not show a very heavy increase over 1831, 
but tbe deficiency has been more than 
made up by the great breadth turned over 
this Spring, the total acreage plowed for the 
crop showing an increase of 57 per cent. 
over 1882. In Spring wheat the comparative acre 
age sown this year shows an average increase of 
54 per cent. over 1882. The breadth devoted to 
oats, which is next in importance to wheat as a 
Manitoba crop, has increased in about similar pro- 
portion, the comparative acreage showing an in- 
crease of 58 per cent. The acreage devoted to 
barley shows an average increase of 36 per 
cent. over 1882. The weather during seed- 
ing though cold was dry and in every way 


favorable for uninterrupted operations. Only 
from some 10 townsbips came tne slight- 
est complaint, the rest of the corre- 


spondentsa showing the seeding period to have 
been all that could be desired. At the date of the 
reports, June 1, wheat and oats were generally 
up, and in some cases barley. With scareely any 
exceptions. no damage was done by Spring frosts. 
The prospects for an excellent harvest were never 
better. The aggregate yield of cereals will prob- 
ably be at least 50 per cent. more than in 1882, and 
the quality 25 per cent. better.” 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 20,—W. F. Dal- 
rymple, the great Dakota wheat king, was in the 
city to-day. He is looking after his Milwaukee 
realestate interests and will remain here for a 
week or two. In a conversation with a Timmxs 
reporter, Mr. Dairymple said that the current 
year would be a profitable one to wheat-growers 


in the North-west. In Dakota, he says, an 
enormous ¢rop of Spring wheat has been 
planted, the acreage sown in the Territory 


being at least 50 per cent. greater than last year. 
The harvest prospects now he pronounces as bet- 
ter thafittbey were at this time last year, and an 
increase in the average yield per acre will pot sur- 
prise him. Within the last few weeks he has 
passed through a large part of Dakota, Minnesofa, 
and Wisconsin, and, basing his opinion on what he 
has seen himself, states that the condition of the 


Spring wheat generally in the States named is 
very good. Ag to the ouglook for prices, Mr. 
Dalrymple thinks that as encouraging to 


growers as the present prospects of the yield. He 
says wheat will bear good prices on the coming 
crop, because the general shortage of the Winter 
wheat will not be fully made up by the increased 
yield of Spring wheat. Speaking of what he is 
doing himself in the wheat growing line this year 
on the great Dalrymple farm, he said: ‘* We have 
28.009 acres in wheat and 200 in oats and barley. 
Last year we planted a little less than that—about 
2,000 or 3,000 legs,"” The great Dakota cultivator 
speaks of 3,000 acres of wheat as ligbtly as an 
ordinary farmer would of a little melion patch. 


CuicaGo, June 20.—The following are the 
latest crop reports received here: At Alton, IIL, 
itis thought the rise inthe Mississippi River will 
damage corn and wheat $40,000. Corn and wheat 
are generaily poor, Berrien Springs, Mich., reports 
that wheat is improving. The prospects are it will 
be much better than was expected. At Jefferson, 
Jowa, the outiook for a good cropis dally growing 
more favorable. At Grundy Centre, Iowa, the 
crops are in fine condition; corn is in better shape 
than last year. Charleston, Ill., reports that corn 
looks vigorous and is growing rapidly. At Shaw- 
neetown, IIL, wheat harvest ng is now in progress. 
‘The improvement in crops in the past few weeks 
astonisnes all in that region.

TROUBLE IN THE COLORED GUARD. 
—_—_- +> — 

THE MYSTERIOUS CORRESPONDENT OF CAPT, 
WILLIAMS. 


There is a controversy pending in the ranks 
of the Colored Veteran Guard of this City which 
promises to lead that organization into some inter- 


esting internal complications. The leader of the 
Guard is Col. John J. Freeman, editor and pro- 
prietor of the Progressive American, and it is said 


he rules the other members with a high 
hand, On Monday Capt. Williams, of the 
Guard, received 4 note, signed ‘“‘J. B. R.,” 


stating that some gentlemen would call upon him 
jast evening to make inquiries concerning Col. 
Freeman, and the writer exhorted the Captain to 
tell these unknown gentlemen the trath. “You 
are afraid of Col. Freeman,” wrote ‘J. B. R.,”’ in 
very poor English, “but tell the truth about him 
and you will bave leval assistance if recessary.” 
Capt. Williams was puzzied. He knew not the 
handwriting of his correspondent, nor could he 
think of any acquaintance or member of t*e Guard 
whose initials were J. B. R.,so he bided his time 
until the gentlemen should call on the even- 
ing appointed. Yesterday the various papers 
received anonymous notes stating that a meeting 
of the Colored Veteran Guard would be held in 
the evening in the residence of Capt. Williams, 
No. 113 West Twenty-fifth-street. to organize a 
movemert to exrel Col. John J. Freeman. A re- 
porter of Tue ‘times called upon the Captain in 
the evening and found him anxiously awaiting 
the arrival of the mysterious gentlemen whom 
“J. B. R.” wished should‘! know the truth con- 
cerning Col. Freeran. Upon comparing the hand- 
writing of the epistie received by the Captain and 
the note sent to Tue Truss, thev were found to be 
the same, indicating that “J. B. R.” intendeW to 
send the Captain a delegation of reporters ts be 
primed with truth about his Colonel. Capt. Wil- 
liams said he did not feel at liberty totell all he 
knew about Col. Freeman until the Guard dis- 
cussed the matter. There had been some trouble 
in the organization about the arbitrary manner in 
whichthe Colonel treated them, and when they 
ventured to expustulate with him he sent in his 
resignation at a meeting heldin April. The con- 
sideration of this resignation the Guard laid over 
until their next meeting, which will not be held 
until September. 

Col. Freeman was found in the editorial sanctnm 
of the Frovressive American, surrounded by books 
and several busts of distinsuished statesmen and 
authors. The Colonel. being shown the handwrit- 
ing of the note, at once declared it had been writ- 
ten by William Freeman, a messenger in the Sur- 
rogate’s Court, and a prominent member 
of the Colored Republican Central Committee, 
who was openly hostile to him, but was 
not a member of the Colored Veteran Guard. 
Col, Freeman remarked that William Freeman had 
a grudge against him for political reasons, and was 
trying to revenge himself by inducing the Guard 
to deprive him of his stewardship in the organiza- 
tion. The Colonel added that he had tendered his 
resignation, and that the Guard, instead of laying 
the matter over until September, absolutely re- 
fused to accept it. ‘“ Now,” said he, “I defy them 
to get me out of it. Why, I hold them gil 
in my hands.

A DAY OF HARD WORK TEACHES THB’ 80L- 


DIERS WHAT CAMP LIFE I8. 


State Camp or InstRUCTION, PEEKSKILL, 
June 20.—This was the hottest as well as the hard- 
est day of the season for the soldiers, The reveille 
was beaten at 5 o’clock, and all except some of the 
commissioned officers and the favored provost 
guard turned out. Fifteen minutes later coffee 
and bread were served. Col. Vose has been draw- 


ing the reins a little tighter each day, and to-day 
those of the soldiers who have not been camping 
before were made to thoroughly appreciate 
the fact thas camp life consists of bard 
work as well as dress parades and Peekskill 
picnics. At € o’cloex each company was drilled 
for two hours by its own officers, and at 8 o'clock 
breakfast was served. After guard-mounting at 9 
o'clock there was a short rest, and at 1¢ o’clock 
beg*n a three hours’ battalion drill by the Colonel. 
In the afternoon the field, staff, and non-commis- 
sioned staff officers engaged in a rifle practice at 
100, 200, 300, and 500 yards. At 7:30 o’slock she 
dress parade took place, in the presence of a large 
number of visitors, and the mancuvres were 
warmly applauded. During the day there

THREE BROOKLYN REGIMENTS OPPOSED IN 
A BHAM FIGHT AND UNITING AGAINST 
AN INVISIBLE ENEMY. 


Morning smiled down serene and heautifzl 
japon Staten Island yesterday. The sun rose on 
& verdant expanse of meadow, wood, and hill, and 
the peaceful islet, 

“ Like a great green turtle, slumbered 
Cn the sea that it incumbered,” 

and little dreamed that grim-visaged war was soon 
to raise its horrid front there. But soon after 9 
o'clock the ferry-boats landed at New-Brighton 
and Tompkinsville troops of armed men, com- 
manded by mounted officers, booted and spurred, 
who rode prancing war-horses and gave orders in 
savage tones, tothe admiration of all the young 
Jadies on the island. These warriors were the so)- 
‘diers of the Fourth Brigade of the National Guard. 
of Brooklyn, and they were come to Staten Island 
to fight a bloodless battle with each other in order 
to get themselves in practice in case a real war 
should spring up. The Twenty-third Regiment, 
With 400 men, who were to do battle with the 
Thirty-second and Forty-seventh Regiments, ar- 
rived first in New-Brighton, and proceeding across 


the country under command of Col. R. C. Ward, 
took up an advantageous position in the woods on 
the top of a rocky hill not far from the North 
Shore of the island. Col. Ward threw outa linc 
of skirmishers across the road on which he had 
reason to ¢xpect the enemy would advance, and 
Waited an attack. Nor was he disappointed. 

Hardly were his merin line when the stirring 
sound of a bugle cail was heard a mile away in 
Tompkinsville, where the Thirty-second and Forty- 
seventh Regiments were landing, under the ad- 
miring gaze of that portion of the populace of 
Staten Island which was not then engaged admir- 
ing the Twenty-third. The Forty-seventh Regi- 
ment pumbered 300 men, undercommand of Col. D. 
V. Tuttle, and the Thirty-second were 250 strung, 
under command of Col. Louis Finkelmeier. The 
entire brigade was in eommand of Gen. Wil- 
Nam H. Brownell, who was accompanied 
by his staff, Lieut.-Col. Charles N. Mancbester, 
aud Majors G. A. Rouillier, W. B. Farr, W. W. 
Goodrich, J. W. Hyde, H. B. Moore, David S. Bab- 
cock, and C. L. Middleton. Among the military 
visitors who were present to witness the battle 
were Judge-Advocate General Horatio C. Kingand 
Col. C. E. Bridge, of the Governor’s staff: Gen. E. 
L. Molineux and Lieut.-Col. H. W. Jewell, of the 
Second Division staff; Capt. H. N. Miller, Commo- 
dore Charles W. Blossom, Col. J. M. Patridge, late 
of the Twenty-third Regiment; Capt. F. E. Webb, 
of the First Brigade staff, and Count de Restelle, 
late of the French Army. The Forty-seventh 
and Thirty-second Regiments wore their State 
blouses and their new trousers, ana carried their 
army overcoats, rolled up. slung from shoulder to 
nip. The Twenty-third Regiment wore its new 
State uniform and white heimets. and also carried 
heavy overcoats. The soldiers on both sides were 
eager fur the fray, and the regiments presented a 
gallant spectacle as they marched through the 
streets of Tompkinsville. The men marched in 
fours, with flying colors, to the beat of the drum, 
and their arms glistened in the sunlight. while the 
commanding officers, accompanied by their aides 
and the buglers, rode before, and all Tompkins- 
ville followed in the rear. The police wenton be- 
fore to the field of battle and drove all the small 
boys out of the line of fire, and the two attacking 
regiments separated from each other that they 
mignt take the Twenty-third by surprise. 

The Twenty-third, on the top of the hill, awaited 
the enemy, and were easily distinguished from the 
others by their white helmets. The Forty-seventh 

eziment advanced upon them from a field to the 
eft and drove in the skirmish line, after some 
sharp firing, while the Thirty-second advanced up 
the hill. They were met bya volley fire, and the 
battle began. Allthrough the woods the specta- 
tors saw the blue uniforms and shining gun-bar- 
rels, and the waving flags and galloping steeds of 
the offieers, while the roar of the volley-firing min- 
glied with the sharp cracking of the platoon fire 
pnd the excited shouts of the men. and a 
cloud of blue smoke rose and enveloped every- 
thing. Out of this blue cloud on the other side of 
the hill the white helmets began to emerge after 
half an hour’s fighting, and then the bugles blew a 
retreat. The Twenty-third, followed elosely by 
the other regiments, retreated in good order down 
the hiJl and across the swampy fiat, their retreat 
protected by the rear guard, and then marched up 
2 hill above Silver Lake and came to a halt. The 
ryround was very rocky and covered with stamps 
and underbrush, but the officers drove up and 
down hill at a headlong gailop, and none of them 
were injured. The Twenty-third had come to a halt 

pt the top of the nili to resist attack, and the Forty- 
seventh and Thirty-second wére coming through the 
swamp below, when several! four-imhand wagons, 
bearing pleasant-looking hampers and queer boxes 
pnd mysterious barrels, appeared in the road near 
the battle-field The three regiments descended 
npon them, captured them with slight loss, and, 
forgetting all their differences, sat down to a 
bountiful luncheon. In the afternoon the regi- 
ments were consolidated, and the brigade had a 
fesperate fight with an imaginary enemy, who 
lurked in the wood near Silver Lake. The entire 
brigade moved upon this enemy urder command 
pf Gen. Brownell. They advanced upon him ina 
tbody and fired at him by volleys and platoons and 
riddled him with blank cartridges. They sur- 
rounded him and marched upon him, protecting 
each other in turn from his assaults, and finally 
captured him and retired covered with glory to 
New-Brigbton. As they passed the Pavilion Hotel 
they fired a marohing salute in honor of Gen. Liv- 
ingston Satterlee, who had procured for them the 
use of the battle grounds, and then were trans- 
orted back to their respective armories in Brook- 
yn. 
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THE NEW STEAM YACHT CLUB, 


A SCHEDULE OF TIME ALLOWANCES BEING 
PREPARED BY NAVAL OFFICERS. 

The preparation of a schedule of time allow- 
ances for steam yachts has proved to be a more 
perplexing and difficult task than the members of 
the recently organized American Yacht Club ex- 

ected. After the departure for Europe of Mr. J. 


. Houston, who was Chairman of the Committee 
‘pn Time Allowances, it was thought best to con- 
sult with some of the oflicers of the Un ted States 
Navy with regard to the matter. T'wo or three 
paval officers of high rank have taken an 

ctive interest in the subject. and through their 

nfluence some of the best engineering skill in the 
avy is engaged in figuring out a proper grade of 
ime allowances for racing contests between 
team vessels. Copies of rules governing steam 
acht races have also been solicited from foreign 
lubs. Vice-Commodore George S. Scott said 
westerday that although he expected to see 
ome private contests under the flag of 
he American Yacht Club this season, he 

id not think the new club would be sufficiently 

trong to conduct a general parade or regatta be- 

ore next Summer. A national organization, such 
as the Ameriean Yacht Club, he said, could not be 
fully developed in one season. There have already 
been anumber of unlooked for but upvavoidable 
Helays in the matter of completing the organiza- 
tion. Several steam yachts owned by members of 
the new club are now in course of construction. 
Mr. Scott expects that his own boat, the Vikirg, 
which is being built by John Roach, will be com- 
pleted about the 15th of next month. This boat is 
gaid to resemble closely Mr. W. E. Connor's new 
steam yacht (which is also being built by Mr. 
Roach) in size. model, and machinery. Mr. Con- 
nor’s boat will be ready for use about July 1, and 
ncontest between the two yachts is inevitable. 
Mr. Scott remarked good-naturedly that although 
the boats were so nearly alike one must cer- 
tainly be the faster, and it might be interesting 
to find out which was the one. Owners of steam 
yachtssay that unless Jay Gould’s Atalanta shows 
a phenomenal degree of speed there are 'wo or 
three steamers ready to chaJjlenge her to a friendly 
rontest. Mr. Jaffray’s Stranger is spoken of as be- 
ng the most suitable match for the Atalanta, but 
I is said that the Corsair is not unwilling to try a 
ittle race with Mr. Gould’s new yacht. It is 
thought that the terms forone or more races be- 
tween steam yachts will be agreed upon soon

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COMPELLED 70 SUP#ORT HIS WIFF. 
A curious case came up before Judge Silas 
D. Gifford, in the Court of Special Sessions, at 
White Plains, yesterday. Anthony Fisher, Jr., of 


Sing Sing, a man about 27 years old, married Ru- 
bina Tuttle, about five years his junior, at Peeks- 
kill on Jan. 11, the Rev. B. H. Burch, a Methodist 
clergyman, ofiiciating. They lived happily to- 
gether for two days, when Fisher abandoned his 
-wife and went to live with hisparents. Mrs. Fisher 
went backto her parents. On May 1 the wife had 
Fisher arrested on a charge of abandonment. 
He was taken before Justice Z. C. Inslee, who de- 
cided he must either support his wife or zo to jail. 
From this decision of the Justice Fisher appealed 
to the County Court, where the case came up yes- 
terday.

AR ON STATEN ISLAND 
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RAW SILK GOING UP. 


—_--- Ss 
A SHORT CROP IN CHINA CAUSES PRICES TO 
BE RAISED HERE. 

There is considerable excitement among silk- 
dealers over a sudden rise in tae price of raw silk. 
This is aue principally to a failure of the crop in 
China. all the raw silk used by the mills in this 
country is imported, and the bulk of it comes from 
Asia. Last year the contribution of Asin came in 
equal portions from China and dapan. The finest 
qualities come from Japan and Soathern Europe, 
the Italian crop being of great importance. 
In the past 12 months the receipts of 
raw silk haye been as follows: Europe, 
8,000 packages, valued at $4,000,000; Japan, 
10,000 packages, valued at $6,000,000; Hong Kong, 
4,000 packages, valued at $1,500,000; Shanghai, 
5,500 packages, valued at $2,750,000; total, 22,500 
packages, valued at $14,250,000. These packages 
are generally called bales, but there is no fixed 
quantity to the bale as there is in cotton. The 


fluctuations in the prices of silk have been very 
great in years gone by, but for the past two years 
they have not exceeded 15 cents per pound. For 
two years the prices have heen low, with a general- 
ly downward tendency. The failure of the Chinese 
crop has eaused a sudden and decided upward move- 
ment, and on the heels of this comes the report 
that the Italian crop will not equal expectation. 
The Chinese crop last year was about 75.000 pack- 
ages; this year it will not go much above 45,000. 
This failure will affect the entire market, and 
especially the manufacturers of sewing silks and 
machine twists. These goods are made directly 
from the raw silk, and are a staple article, while 
dress silks are dependent in a measure on the va- 
garies of fashion. 

B. A. Armstrong, of the Brainerd & Armstrong 
Company, No. 469 Broadway, said to a Times re- 
porter yesterday: “ Our advices from China con- 
firm the reports of a short crop there. The price 
of raw silk has been advanced by this failure from 
$5 to about $7 per pound. The Chinese crop plays 
an important part in the market. and the other 
crops will sympathize with it. The Italians are 
already beginning to take up the cry and talk about 
an unsatisfactory erop. The principal effect of 
this will fallupon maosufacturers and next upon 
wholesale houses. The retail trade will not feel 
of it for some time yet, and even then I do not 
think they will suffer much. The general tendency 
of prices has been to decrease, and I think this will 
check the fall. If the scarcity is not too long con- 
tinued and too much assisted by speculation, 
which is an important element, [think the effect 
of this shortage will be to stiffen up prices, and it 
willphave a beneficial effect upon the market. 
Almost all the raw silks in this ma’ ket are sold on 
commission, and the foreign houses have been 
telegraphing over to hold back their consignments 
for a rise of prices. There is certain to be some 
~- i ya but I think the general result will be 
good.”’ 

M. M, Belding, of Belding Brothers & Co., No. 
455 Broadway, spoke of the failure of the Chinese 
crop in much the same manner. He showed the 
reporter a cable dispatch from Milan stating that 
the Italian crop was not as good as had been ex- 
pected. Mr. Belding said there wasa time in the 
life of the silk-worm when much cold and wet 
weather or much hot weather was fatal. He 
thought the shortage in the crops would be decid- 
edly felt throughout tne silk trade. It would cer- 
tainly affect the retail trade after a time, and it 
would be January next before prices would begin 
to relax again in anticipation of the coming crop, 
while it would be some months later before any- 
thing definite could be tola about it. There was 
a strong tendency to speculation under the present 
circumstances. On Saturday he had made an offer 
for alarge consignment of silk, and had been told 
to repeat his offer on Monday. When he did so he 
found that the whole consignment had been with- 
drawn under orders from the owners. In 1866 
prices began to rise, under similar circumstances, 
in the early part of the Summer, and before De- 
cember had doubled.

THE SUIT AGAINST MR. GARRISON. 


TESTIMONY OF CLINTON B. FISK IN THE 


CASE AGAINST THE COMMODORE. 

Only one witness, Clinton B, Fisk, was ex- 
amined before Referee Theodore W. Dwight yes- 
terday inthe suit brought by Peter Marié and 
others against Commodore Garrison to recover 
$4,000,000 alleged to be due by the Commodore in 
railroad transactions. Mr. Fisk was examined by 
William A. Beach and Mason W, Tyler, of counsel 
for the plaintifis. He testified to transac- 
tions between the Atlantic and Pacific Rail- 
road of Missouri and the Pacific Railroad of 
the same State, and gave the full history 


of the Atlantic and Pacific from the time it was 
organized, and the particulars of its leasing of the 
Pacific Railroad. The facts in regard to the bond- 
ed and other indebtedness of eaeh railroad and 
the issuing of their mortgage bonds by the Pacific 
to take up the income and improvement bonds 
previously issued by that company were also testi- 
fied to by the witness. The object of his testimony 
as stated by the plaintiff's counsel wasto show 
that the plaintiff had reasonabie ground for con- 
testing the validity of the third mortgage bonds, 
which were foreclosed in 1876. It is alleged by the 
plaintiffs that they withdrew their opposition to 
the foreclosure of these bonds on the promise of 
Commodere Garrison to bid off the Pacific Rail- 
road at a sale, organize a suecessor company, and 
give 36,000 shares of the stock of that company in 
exchange for that amount of stock which was held 
by them in thé old company. 

Considerable discussion took place over the 
various portions of this evidence. Henry L. Clin- 
ton, in behalf of Commodore Garrison, objected 
to its admission, on the ground that the plaintiffs 
on this branch of the case had the right only to 
show that they proposed in good faith to contest 
the validity of those bonds. He contended that 
if the latitude asked by the other side was per- 
mitted the merits of the original foreclosure suit 
would have to be tried in this proceeding. Prof. 
Dwight agreed to admit the evidence subject toa 
motion to strike it out afterward. Commodore 
Garrison denies that he agreed to buy the road, 
but alleges that it was bought up by a combination 
of bondholders who were in opposition to him, 
and that he faithfully performed all his obligations 
to the plaintiffs. A formidable array of legal 
talent appears in the case. For the plaintiffs are 
William A. Beach, Roscoe Conkling, Henry E. 
Tremaine, and Mason W. Tyler. Commodore 
Garrison's counsel comprises George F. Comstock, 
Henry L. Clinton, M. C. Day, and W. B. Putney.

THE VETERANS’ RIGHTS UNION,

organization were indorsed at the annual encamp- 
ment at Troy in January. It is honed that by call- 
inga meeting of the General Committee during 
the coming encampment its purposes may be more 
fully explained and greater interest awakened.

AN OVERDUE SHiP. 

The ship Alice M. Minott left this port for 
Hiogo or Yokohama on Nov. 2 last. She was 
spoken on Jan. #in latitude 24° south and longi- 
tude 22° west, but has not since been heard from, 
although she has been out 230 days. It is thought 
by some that the overdue vessel may have been 
burned, as her cargo consisted of oil. Her 


agents, J. W. Elwe!l & Co., of No. 57 South-street, 
still entertain hopes that she will arrive at Hiozo 
or Yokobama in a few days. They stated yester- 
day that the ship was very slow, and might have 
been delayed by unfavorable weather. One of 
their vessels had been 230 days in making the same 
yoyage, and they would not worry if the vessel 
did not turn up for the next 20 or 30 days. The 
ship was commanded by Capt. Dickinson, who 
was accompanied by his wife and child. She car- 
ried a crew of nearly 20 men. Her dimensions 
were: Length. 175 feet; breadth of beam, 36 feet, 
and depth of hold, 23 feet, and she registered 1,079 
tons. She was built at Phipsburg, Me.,in 1867.and 
was thoroughly overhauled in 1879. The principal 
owner is C. V. Minott, of Bath, Me.

Mr. de Bebian also complained 
that the compressed air used by the tunnel com- 
pany threw the bottom of the slip up into hills 
and made it difficult for the steamers to find suffi- 
cient water. The Dock Cofnmissioners directed 
Secretary Cuming to notify the tunnel company to 
remove the obstructions immediately.

WORK OF THE ALDERMEN. 
REPORTING THE RESULTS OF THE FINANCE 
DEPARTMENT INVESTIGATION, 

Mayor Edson sent to the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday a communication from the authori- 
ties of the Virginia Military Imstitute proposing to 
return to this City the flag given tothe One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-fourth Regiment of New-York 
Volunteers by the City in war times, and cap- 
tured by the enemy. The matter was referred to 
afspecial committee, of which Gen. Cochrane is 
Chairman. A _ resolution was adopted pvrovid- 
ing that all mechanics and laborers employed 
by the City shall quit work at noon on Sat- 
urdays. Gen. Cochrane, Chairman of the 
committee which is investigating the affairs of the 
Finance Department, offered a resolution request- 
ing the Board of Estimate and Apportionment to 
provide the sum of $1,596 79 for the use of the 
committee in procuring an expert examination of 
the aceounts and coupons in the Finance Depart- 


ment. The evidence thus far taken by the com- 
mittee showed, Aiderman Coebrane said, that the 
— of accounting in the Stoek and Bond Ba- 
eau of the departme’ t was utterly and distinctiy 
illegal, and had been for years. It had also been 
shown that the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment had violated its duties in making appronria- 
tions for interest on the City debt. If the system 
of accounting haa been what it should haye been, 
if the Board of Estimate and Apportionment had 
done its duty, und if the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts had discovered these two faults, as they 
should have done, the Carroll defalcation could 
notand would not have happened. The books 
and coupons of the department were under the 
control of the Finance Department, and the com- 
mittee needed an expert in order to get full and 
complete access to them. The resolution was 
adopted. 

Aldermen McLaughlin and Rinckhoff were 
allowed to present a minority report on the runo- 
ning of freight trains in the west side streets, in 
favor of prohibiting the hauling of-freight cars 
through the streets by steam power. Alderman 
Waite. of the committee, put ina report that the 
Common Council had no power to interfere with 
the operations of the railroad, which derived its 
privileges from the Legislature. Aldermen Kirk 
and Carrol], the remaining members of the com- 
mittee, declined to sign either report, and handed 
in none of their own. Mr. Kirk said he was in 
favor of elevated freight roads, and, on his mo- 
tion, the whole subject was laid over. Alaerman 
Grant offered a resolution suspending the operation 
of the ordinance prohibiting the firing of pistols in 
the streets on July 4. The matter was referred to 
the Committee on Fire and Building Department. 
Alderman O'Connor called upa resolution intro- 
duced by him in March requiring a'l nominations 
presented to the board and all ordinances or 
amendments to ordinances introduced to lie on 
the table at least one week before they could be 
acted on, The resolution was promptly defeated, 
only Alderman O'Connor voting for it.

A conflict is at present going on between the 
commercial interests and the Custom-house au- 
thorities of this city which shows perfectly the 
anoweious condition of the commercial situation 
here. The Government, in order to abolish 
the extensive smuggling constantly going on 
with connivance of the Custom-Louse  offi- 
cials, instituted a Board of Custom-house In- 
spectors, having at its head a man whose 
probity was beyond doubt, and under whose in- 
spection smuggling would be almost impossible.

Finally the Adminis- 
trator and the Cashier and other © officials 
of the Custom-house resigned their posts, uo 
doubt believing that thereby the Government 
would be compelled to remove the obnoxious In- 
spector. The Government, however, has ap- 
pointed the Inspector Administrator of the Cus- 
tom-house. This step gives general satisfation, all 
heing convinced that with an honest administration 
the Revenues of the Custom-house will give the 
Treasury the neeessary means to meet ita obliga- 
tions, thus avoiding the usual yearly deficit in the 
estimates.
